PUBLIC rnOPRHTY COM MI rTKF.’s FIOITKES 
FOIl TIIK PURCHASE OF LAND FOR A 
SCHOOLHOUSE TIIR SUIWRCT OF A. LIVE- 
LY DEBATE. 


At a special meeting of the city govern- 
ment, Monday evening, the orders for 
the appropriation of sums for the pur- 
chase of land for schoolhouse locations 
was the occasion of quite a lively dobate. 
The orders called for an appropriation of 
$12,000 for land situated on Watertown 
and Edinboro streets, Newtonville, and 
$11,000 for another lot on Webster and 
Oak streets, West Newton. 

The discussion commenced when 
Alderman Thompson, chairman of the 
committee, moved that an order calling 
for the expenditure of $MX> for the pur- 
pose of securing plans for the school- 
housc at Newtonville be taken from the 
table. 

The order read that the money should 
be takon from the miscellaneous appro- 
p nations, but City Auditor Otis notified 
the board that this department was al- 
ready exhausted. 

While the board was in somewhat of a 
quantity as to what action it should take 
iu the 'matter, Alderman Plummer al- 
luded to the prices quoted for one of the 
lots above mentioned by the public pro- 
perty committtee. He said that two 
gentlemen interested in the ownership of 
the property had stated to him that the 
land could be bought from them for 
$10,000, a difference of $2000 from the 
sum named by the committee. 

Alderman Thompson felt that there 
must be some mistake in the figures 
mentioned by Alderman Plummer, but 
that gentleraau was positive that he was 
correct. 

Alderman Thompson suggested that 
the aldermen should deputize Alderman 
Plummer to contract for the purchase of 
the land, whereupon Alderman Plummer 
stated that he was not a member of the 
public property committee. 

Alderman Koffe stated that if what 
Alderman Plummer had said was true, 
and he did not in the least doubt the 
word of a fellow alderman, it was time 
to call a halt and investigate. 

Alderman Thompson then remarked 
that he should be pleased to have Alder- 
man Plummer accompany him in the 
morning, with the public property com- 
mittee, to the gentlemen referred to by 
Mr. Plummer. The latter expressed 
himself as perfectly williug. 

Aldermau Thompson stated that the 
gentlemen interested in the ownership of 
the property had appeared before the 
puclio^property committee and over their 
signature had signed that $12,000 was 
the lowest that they would take. 

Aldermau Bothfeld, who was presiding 
iu the absence of the mayor, relinquished 
his Beat in order to say that while he did 
not doubt the honest intention and pur- 
pose of the public property committee, 
still if what Alderman Plummer had said 
was true it would be extravagance for 
the board to purchase the land at that 
price. 

Alderman Roffe moyed that the order 
calling for the appropriation be rescind- 
ed, and this was passed, 4 to 3, Alderman 
Botlifeld casting the deciding vote. 

A message was then sent into the com- 
mon council, announcing the statement 
made by a member of the upper board and 
calling for a reconsideration of the yote 
upon the appropriation in that body. 
The council, after some dismssion, re- 
fused to reconsider. 

In the common council, the order for 
the purchase of the lot at West Newton, 
which the aldermen passed was sent 
back, the lower board voting to non- 
concur. As a result of that action both 
branches held a joint conference which 
lasted until long after midnight. 


Common Council Business. 

The commou council met in regular 
session, President Knapp occupying the 
chair. 

Petitions were referred as follows: 
C. S. Davis, for sidewalks on Lake 
avenue; George W. Morse, et. at., for the 
laying out, grading and acceptance of 
Morton street, from Mill to Homer 
street; William Macomber. et. at., for 
■concrete walks on Pelham street; Oweu 
Hill for stand for carriage, corner of 
Otis and Walnut street; Miry E. Fuller, 
for sidewalks on Shaw street. 

The qairterly report of the chiof of 
lire department was presented aud ac- 
cepted. 

It was voted to non-coucur on the 
amended order authorizing the placing of 
Steamer 2 into service aud appropriat- 
ing $b000 instead of $10,000 for altera- 
tions of Seamer 2 house. 

The order from the aldermen authoriz- 
ing the purchase of 55000 square feet of 
land on Webster street as a site for a 
schoolhouse, and appropriating $1100 
therefore was refused passage iu con- 
currence by a vote of 1) to 2, three mem- 
bers absent. 

The order authorizing the sale of 
eleven bo ids of the denomination of 
$1000 each for the purchase of this laud 
on Webster street also failed of passage 
in coucurreuce, four voting iu the 
affirmative and seven iu the negative. 

The order which came up originally ic. 
tbo common council authorizing the 
committee on public property to adver- 
tise for plans and specifications for a 12 
room brick school building iu West 
Newton, aud providing for an sxpeudi- 
ture therefor «»f an aruouut not exceed- 
ing $500 came back to the lower branch 
as the aldermen refused concurrent 
action. It was, tberetore, voted to re- 
scind the previous action of the council 
in adopting this order aud it was laid on 
the table. 

SPECIAL MEETING OF TUB ALDERMEN. 

The board of mayor aud aldermen 
held a special meeting. President Both- ( 
feld presided in the absence of Mayor 
Feiiuo who was unable to be present ou 
account of lUuuss. An order was 
adopted authorizing the uxpouditure of 
$2700 for repairs ou the Adams school- 
house. 

A message was received from the com- 
mou council declining to consider tiie 
adoptiou of the order, authorizing the 
purchase of 71.050 feel of laud for a 
schoolhouse site ou Watertowu and 
Edinboro streets aud appropriating $12,- 
00<> therefor. 

Messages were also received refusing 
the adoption of the order substituting 
the appropriation of $6000 for that of 
$10,000 for repairs on Steamer 2 house, 
aud refusing to concur ou the order 
authorizing the purchase of 55,000 fuel 
of laud for i-cboolhouse purposes ou 
Webstei street and iu couuection there- 
with of the issue of eleven $1000 bonds 
for a term of twenty years, hearing in- 
terest at a rale uot exceeding 4 per cent, 
per annum. 

A conference of both branches was 
agreed to ou the orders providing for al- 
terations of Steamer 2 house and for 'bn 
purchase of laud ou Webster street. No 


agreement was reached on the latter, i 
On the first order the conference re- J 
suited in a recommendation of an ap- 
propriation of $800 for tho Steamer 2 
building repairs and later that order re- 
ceived concurrent action. 


Newton Hospital Meeting. 

A meeting of the trustees was held at 
the Newton Hospital ou the 20th ult at 
3.20 p. m President Leeson was in the 
chair aud nineteen members were in at- 
tendance namely: Madams M. L. Baoon, 
J. N. Bacon. Blake, Gould, Haskell, 
Leonard, Lowell, Mason. Paiue aud 
Shannon, Messrs. Ellison, Pettee, Pratt, 
Shinn and Travclli, Doctors Crockett, 
Scales ami Thayer. 

The records of the last meeting were 
read and approved. 

The Treasurer, Mr. Bullens, reported 
receipts of $5000 from the city of Now- 
ton covoritig the contribution or the 
whole year, $5000 as a permanent fuud 
from Mrs. Eldridge for a free bed and 
$3233.31 from geueral sources during the 
quarter, while tho current expenses for 
the three months were $5340.55 in addi- 
tion to $717.63 for furnishing the Nurses’ 
Home. The Eldridge Free Bed Fund 
has been invested iu a mortgage having 
three years to run at 5 per cent. The 
balance rein lining for runniug expenses 
amounted to $2512.17. 

Dr. Shiun reported in full the work 
done by the executive committee since 
the last meeting. 

It was voted that the executive com- 
mittee appropriate a sum uot exceeding 
$200 for an extension of the steam-heat- 
ing plant, which promises a decided sav- 
iug iu fuel and expense of operation. 

Mr. Pratt and Dr. Thayer reported on 
the work of the Trainiug school, the 
latter dwelling especially, on the line 
showing made by the nurses iu their 
closing examination for the year, which 
was very rigid. 

The following committae, Dr. Shinn, 
Mrs. Blake aud Mrs. Haskell were ap- 
pointed to purchase such articles as will 
completely refurnish the six rooms in 
the private ward at preseut incomplete, 
also to affix permanently the names of 
the donors to each of the rooms in the 
private ward. 

The executive committee was em- 
powered to rnuke all the necessary re- 
pairs to such rooms, for owing to the re- 
duction in charges for the care of private 
patients an increased number of applica- 
tions have been received. 

The committee appointed to prepare 
resolutions on the death of the late 
George S. Harwood submitted those 
published herewith which were adopted 
by a standing vote of all present and it 
was ordered that they be spread on the 
minutes and a copy sent to the family of 
the deceased aud to the Newton papers. 

The committee appointed to select a 
successor to Mr. Harwood on the board 
reported the name of Mr. Warren P. 
Tyler who was uuauimously elected by 
ballot. 

IN MEMORY OF G. S. HARWOOD. 

Mr. George Shaw Harwood, a member 
of this board, has been oalled away from 
his earthly labors by the decree of the 
All-Wise Father; aud while we bow iu 
submission to the will of Him whodoeth 
all things well, we desire to put upon 
record our deep sense of loss at the’ re- 
moval from us of our fellow worker and 
our high appreciation of the value of 
his services to this institution. 

The Hospital management needs men 
of his kindly spirit, able to svropatliize 
with the sorrows of others and willing to 
aid iu their relief. We are grateful that 
for so loug a time this board was per- 
mitted to have the co-operation of one 
wLo was uever knowu to turn away from 
a cry of distress aud whose hand was 
ever open to the relief of sufferers. We 
have had the benefit of his wise couusels 
aud of his generous help even while the 
pressure of business and of inauy other 
interests made steady demands upon his 
time and strength. 

He was with us in feeble health at a 
meeting held ju«t before his departure 
for a foreign voyage, aud manifested 
great interest in the proceedings of that 
day, but unne of us realized then that 
that was to be the last occasion on which 
we would eujoy the benedictiou of his 
presouce. His presence was indeed a 
blessing, for his benignant spirit, his 
love of peace, his interest iu whatever 
pertaiued to the welfare of others, aud 
bis quiet unobtrusive manner made him 
ever welcome and diffused au atmo- 
sphere of good will. 

We are sorry that such a useful life 
could not have been continued longer 
here to aid iu the further development 
of the Hospital aud of the mauy other 
good works iu which he delighted. 

We are sorry for the broken ties which 
his departure makes iu mauy an ap- 
preciative circle of friends. We are 
sorry for the poor aud needy, the 
struggling and the discouraged, who can 
uever forget him aud who mint mourn 
the loss of a large hearted benefactor. 

This board will always cherish affec- 
tionately the memory of hiB member- 
ship with us, and will always be grate- 
ful that we had so loug the co-operation 
of one who iu so mauy ways realized 
that highest type of character, a 
Christian gentleman.

MOURNED HIS ABSENT SON. 

JOHN BOYCE OF* NONANTUM DIED OF A 
BROKEN HEART. 


John Boyce of Nomintum is dead, and 
those who knew him say that he died of 
a broken heart, canned by the strange 
disappearance of his only aon, a bright 
boy of 17. 

The son, whose name was John, was 
considered by his parents a model son, 
and at the Newton high sohool he was 
well liked He often evinced a desire to 
remain away from sohool, and enter an 
active business career. The mother and 
father were anxious that he should ob- 
tain au education of a higher nature, and 
declined to allow the son to leave sohool. 

Young John rebelled ngAinst their 
wishes, but was Anally silenced, nnd, ap- 
parently, became satisflod with the dis- 
position of his course of notion as 
settled by his parents. 

When John was summoned to broak- 
fast May 1, his mother received no re- 
sponse to repeated callings. An exam- 
ination of his room showed thnt his bed 
had not been disturbed duriug the night. 
None of his clothing was missiug with 
the exception of tho suit of dark gray, 
which he wore every day. 

The day passed aud night came, but 
John failed to return. Mr. and Mrs. 
Boyce were thoroughly alarmed and 
notified the police authorities. 

Days lengthened into weeks, but al- 
though the boy’s disappearance was 
written up no tidiogs of him were re- 
ceived at his home on Rustic street. 

The father addressed through the 
columns of a Bostou paper an open ap- 
peal to his rod. The language of the ap- 
peal was particularly touching, and at 
the time created widespread comment. 
The son was extorted to return home at 
once and save his poor father and mother 
from dying with broken hearts. 

For some weeks Mr. Boyce’s health 
has been gradually failing, and about 10 
days ago he was takon to the Newton 
Hospital. 

Pneumonia was given as the cause of 
his death, but from the statements of 
the uurses who attended him until he 
breathed his last, on Sunday morning, it 
is learned that he was delirious, and 
raved incessantly about bis missing boy. 

Mrs. Boyce remained at the bedside of 
her husband until bo died, and asserts 
that he died of grief. She is iu a weak 
condition, and mourns oontiDually about 
the affliction which has befallen the 
family. 

The police do not believe that anything 
serious has happened to youug Boyce.

Horace C. Fisher, son of Col. LioracM, 
Fisher, the wellknown consul of Chili at 
this port, aud Walter E. Stone, son of 
the noted Chicago journalist. Other 
prominent wellknown names in the list 
were Benjamin A. Gould, Speucer Bor- 
den. Reginald Washburn, Porcival L. 
Turuure, R. E. Paine, Ledyard tieck- 
sher and Eudicott Peabody Saltonstall. 
Perhaps the most striking name of all 
was that of James Burnett Lowell, son 
<>f the ex-member of congress, Edward 
Burnett of Soutbboro, and grandson of 
the late James Russell Lowell, whose 
uame the young man’s children will 
bear, in accordance with the desire of 
the members of the poet’s family that 
some of his male descendants slionld con- 
tinue to be kuowu as Lowells.

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EMINENT EDUCATOR DEAD. 


WATBKIIOU8E PASSES AWAY 
Alt ROAD. 


Prof. Francis A. Waterhouse, head 
master of the Boston English High 
school, died in Paris Saturday morning. 
He was a resident of this oity. 

Francis Asbury Waterhouse, the head 
master of the Boston English High 
school, was born in Soarboro, Cumber- 
land couuty, Me., Jan. 27, 1835. He at- 
tended the public schools of Hallowell, 
Me., his mother's native town, passing 
at an early age through the primary, 
grammar and high school grades. 

On leaving the High school he went to 
sea for two yenrs, learned how to “hand- 
reef and steer,” had serious thoughts of 
following the Bea for a livelihood, but 
finally gave up the idea and fitted for 
college at the Hallowell Academy, then 
under the oharge of a Mr. Witbington, a 
most thorough and stimulating teacher. 

He entered Bowdoin College in 1853, 
graduated in 1857, and three years later 
received the degree of A. M., from that 
institution. While in college he was ap- 
pointed college librarian for proficiency 
in modern languages’ received a “junior 
post” for general scholarship, was 
eleoted a member of the Phi Beta Kappa 
Society, and was oae of the best spar- 
rers in college. 

It was during his freshman year that 
he taught his first school. It was in a 
fishing village on the coast of Maine. It 
was a hard school, the main idea of the 
boys who attended being to bring on a 
conflict with the master, so as to have 
the pleasure of putting him out of the 
schoolhouse. 

Mr. Waterhouse acquitted himself to 
the satisfaction of the district, and next 
year was asked to take the school again. 

Not long after graduation Mr. Water- 
house went South to teach, in a boarding 
school uear Natchez, Miss., where he 
held for a year the position of classical 
and mathematical teacher. At the end 
of a year he resigned the position to take 
that of tutor in a planter’s family. 

In the spring of 1850 he returned to 
Hallowell and took oharge of the Hal- 
lowell academy. In the spring of 1801 
he was elected principal of the Augusta 
High school, which office he held for 
seven years acceptably to the people of 
that city. This position he resigned in 
1868 to take the principalship of the 
Newton High sohool, and continued in 
charge of this school until December, 
1880, when he was elected head master 
of the Euglish High school, Boston. 

In a report of 1880 the school commit- 
tee of Newton, speaking of the services 
of Mr. Waterhouse, observed: “It is but 
simple justice to say that he has made 
the school what it i6, and that its present 
honorable reputation is largely due to 
him, and while his efforts have been 
most ably seconded by competent and 
faithful associates, none will be more 
ready than they to admit that his guid- 
ing mind has been felt through all, and 
his personal character impressed upon 
the school.” 

It was with many expressions of regret 
that the school committee and citizens of 
Newton parted with Prof. Waterhouse 

5 hen he accepted the position in the 
oston Highjschool. 

There is many a young man who has 
made and is making a reputation for 
himself in life who attributes no little 
share of his success to Prof. Waterhouse. 
His career as a teacher was from the 
beginning a notable one. He had a rare 
power of stimulating his classes to 
earnest and sustained effort in the pur- 
suit of any study that interested him. 

This power, when at his best, he no 
doubt exerted unconsoiously, but in ac- 
cordance with his theory of mental train- 
ing— that the faculties of the mind are 
determined to their most improving ex- 
ercise by the desire for knowledge, and 
that the ideal teacher is the one who 
has for his chief qualifications an inex- 
tinguishable thirst for knowledge and 
the power of exciting a like thirst in the 
mind of the pupil. 

The sad news of his demise has been 
received with every evidence of profound 
sorrow in this city where he was loved 
by hundreds of former pupils and 
honored and respected by every one. 
His home was iu Newtonvilie, not far 
from the High school of which he was 
the able and successful head for a num- 
ber of years. A widow and two chil- 
dren survive him. 

For the past year or two Mr. Water- 
house had not been in the best of health, 
and at the dose of last year’s school sea- 
son he was grauted a year’s leave of 
absence. It was expected that a Euro- 
pean trip would benefit him.

NEWTON LADS IN TROUBLE. 


CONCERNED IN SMALL BREAKS AND PUT 
UNDER HEAVY BONDS. 


In the arrest of three boys, Sunday 
night, the Newton police believe they 
have broken up a gang whioh has been 
robbing stores of late in West Newton. 

The three boys arrested at their homes 
by Officers J. J. Davis and Shannon were 
Gordon King, aged 16 years; Leonard 
DuncanRon, aged 18 years, and his broth- 
er, Ralph Duncanson, aged 16 years. 

Tbe event that led up to the arrest was 
the robbery, shortly before 3 o’clook, 
Sunday afternoon, of the fruit store of 
A. Simione, later followed by a break in 
tbe same store about 10 o'clock in the 
evening. 

The afternoon break was witnessed by 
a man who saw three boys make their 
exit from the rear part of the store upon 
Watertown street, and later he gave tbe 
information to tbe police. From the de- 
scription furnished and from other 
knowledge the officers were led to make 
the arrest of King and the two Duucan- 
son boys. 

When taken to police headquarters 
they were subjected to an examination, 
wbioh resulted in a confession. They 
admitted that they bad not only broken 
into the fruit store, but tnat they had 
also broken into tbo restaurant of George 
W. Dearborn on June 1, and into the ice 
cream saloon of Rodney Q. Barlow June 
24. 

They further informed tbe officers that 
they were three of a gang which had its 
headquarters in a but off Eddy street. 

The goods taken from the fruit store 
of A. Simione amounted to $43 in value, 
and consisted of pipes, tobacco and fruit 
of various kinds. The boys stole from 
the ice cream saloon an ice cream freezer 
containing two gallons of the mixture. 
From tbe restaurant they bad taken 
cigars and money. 

Of the three boys arrested, KiDg was 
interested in dll of tbe mentioned breaks; 
Ralph Duncanson was interested in tbe 
breaks at Barlow’s restaurant and 
Simione’s fruit store, while bis brother 
was only implicated, as far as tbe officers 
have as yet ascertained, in tbe break at 
Barlow’s, 

They were arraigned in court Monday 
morning and pleaded guilty to the charge 
of breaking and entering and larceny 
from a building. King was held in $1200, 
Ralph DuncanRon in $800 and Leonard 
Duncanson $400 for the grand jury. 

Tbe officers found some of the pro- 
perty stolen by the boys in tbe hut and 
in the lumber yard of II. H. Hunt.

While possessing admin- 
istrative talent in large measure, it was 
bis moral influence, bis large sympathy, 
his practical good sense, that gave him 
tbe bold upou tbe affection of bis pupils 
and made him one of tbe most successful 
of our educators. 

His death is a loss to tbe public schools 
of Boston.

support and encouragement. Those who 
have studied this question are not ns a 
rule favorable to an elevatod system 
after the type of the Meigs. There aie 
a great many people who see merit in 
the single or bicycle track scheme, be- 
cause the greater the speed the greater 
the safety. It certainly has points of 
advantage that are worthy of careful in- 
vestigatio n. 

Some men are anxious to overturn 
governments and society, and homo fool- 
ish people show resentment quite often 
upou the slightest sort of provocation. 
A crowd of young men who oan be safely 
enumerated in the latter class conceived 
the scheme of showing their disgust of 
the restrictive order whioh prohibited 
the setting off of fireworks and the usual 
noisy demonstrations until after 3 a. m. 
Independence Day, They went up over 
Brighton Hill and yelled like fiends in 
front of Alderman Bothfeld's residence, 
waking up that gentleman, and in fact 
all the residents thereabouts. Their 
racket was short lived, for the regulars 
and specials were attending to their duty 
and disDersed the would-be rioters. A 
pile of rotten eggs waB found in a retired 
spot on the “hill,” iutended, probably, 
for amunltion provided those aroused 
from slumber ventured out to investigate 
the nature of the disturbance.

A econo tlmt nttrncted a crowd oc- 
ctitrcd in the Bowery very early ono 
morning. A girl not over 20 years old, 
many’ of whose natural Ixmnties of faco 
could l)o distinguished through her 
tears, sat on a doorstep of a saloon. Sho 
was well dressed. A group stood watch- 
ing her, and while some of them in- 
quired sympathetically why sho seemed 
so distressed a young miss woaring the 
customary poke bonnet of tho Snlvation 
Army edged her way through tho 
crowd, and catching sight of tho way- 
ward girl went up to hor. Tho Salva- 
tionist, resting upon ono knee on the 
stono step, threw hor right nxm over tho 
shoulder of tho weeping girl, and tak- 
ing her l»y tho hand drow her oIoro to 
her and began talking to hor earnestly 
in a ton© too low to bo heard by tho by- 
standers. The utmost quiet prevailed, 
although the crowd soon numbered sev- 
eral hundred. After a little whilo the 
girl was noticed to have ceased crying. 
She brightened up, and the blinding 
moisture disappeared from her eyes. A 
smile took the place of tho drawn look 
on her face, and she clung closely to her 
comforter. She finally arose, embraced 
the Salvationist warmly, and they both 
started up toward Third avenue, the 
arm of the Salvation Army lass in- 
twined around tho waist of her appar- 
ently reclaimed sister. Tho crowd si 
lontly dispersed. — New York Sun. 


The city fathers had a lively session 
Monday evening and some pointed re- 
marks were made relative to the public 
property committee’s methods of trans- 
acting business. The subject was 
brought up by Alderman Plummer who 
informed the board that certain land 
desired for a schoolhouse location, for 
which an appropriation of $12,000 had 
been made, oould be bought for aboat 
$2000 less. The statement was made 
when another order, relating to the 
provision of funds for plans for a school- 
house, was being discussed. 

The best time for presentation of factB, 
bearing upon the wisdom of expendi- 
tures, is when the particular plan calling 
for money is up for consideration. 
When an order is passed and there is a 
disposition to change front on the part 
of some of those who voted for it, there 
is likely to be a misunderstanding of the 
Teal intent of the later action which is 
like knocking a man down after he has 
been set firmly on bis feet. It may be 
thought that the action rescinding the 
order was taken merely to secure a lower 
quotation for the land or it may be sup- 
posed that there was a cat in the meal 
somewhere. 

The government of Newton is, for- 
tunately, an honest one and the public 
property committee, undoubtedly, pre- 
sented the lowest figures that they could 
secure for the lot desired. When the 
city wants land for any purpose, owners 
seldom put a low estimate of value on it. 
They want all they can get. There may 
be justice in investigating the figures 
quoted on the land which the alderman 
from Ward Four in substance says can 
be bought for less than $12,000, but it 
should have been doDe before the order 
passed. 

Messrs. Knowles and Appleton, the 
owners of the land, deny that they ever 
quoted a price for it under 17 cents per 
foot and assert that Aldermau Plummer 
was in error in supposing that it would 
be offored for any less. They assert that 
\tl>e price given to the public property 
committee was only consented to after 
repeated efforts and that two weeks was 
named as the limit of time to bind the 
bargain. 

Much time was wasted Monday for the 
order has passed after all and the city 
must pay over the money for Messrs. 
Knowles A Appleton’s laud. The order 
passed tho aldermeu Monday evening 
and the common council concurred. 


Boys in the belfry in the First Congre- 
gational church, Newton Centre, fooled 
the special police on the Fourth.

of the intent. City Solicitor Slocum 
holds that view and says that the 
order becomes operative, if the Mayor 
signs it, the vote to rescind notwith- 
standing. The legal phases will offer 
some interest, at all events, which will 
bring out various opiuious and keep the 
matter alive for a time in the public 
mind. 


MKKi’S BILL SIGNED.

Hearings were 
given to parties who desired to protest 
against the signing of the Meigs bill.

Browne, representing the Citizens As- 
sociation; John I). Long aud lleury D. 
Hyde, representing the West End Street 
Railway Company aud Andrew J. Bailey, 
the city of Bostou. 

A step, at least, has been accomplished 
in the way of providing rapid transit for 
the Hub aud its suburbs. The business 
iiieu very generally object to the ele- 
vated tail way scheme, and regard it as 
uusuited iu every way for Uostou’s 
narrow streets. The money interests 
take that ground. The clerks and that 
class of employes, who are obliged to 
find homes outside of the heart of the 
city are iucliued to favor most auy plau 
looking toward rapid transit, he it such J 
as proposed by the Meig's system, 
through the adoption of the single over- 
head track or by the underground j 
method. Some relief must be afforded 
for the cuugusted districts of Bostou aud ' 
a plau that will succtssfully do that with 
the least objection iu the way of un- 
sightly structures aud with a view to 
safely, will naturally receive the largest ,

To Parents of Pupils of the Bigelow 
and Underwood Schools. 

To the Editor of the Gkaphic:— 

The report of the two experts who 
have examined the Bigelow and Under- 
wood schools in Ward 7 is oue whioh is 
of vital importance to all parents, par- 
ticularly those whose childreu atteud 
these schools. 

Two receut fires iu Newton school 
houses show how the possibilities of 
such catastrophes taking place. That 
there was no loss of life iu the oue at 
Newtonvllle was largely due to the cool- 
ness of the teaoher. 

The publio property oommittee of the 
city government had beeu acquaiuted 
with the fact, of the uusafe couditiou of 
the two school houses mentioned. The 
inspector of buildings hud (I understand 
been notified); why then do these officials 
wait for the school bonrd to emphasize 
the fact, that these buildings are iu 
their present state veritable ‘‘lire traps.” 
Geutlemeu whose duty it is to look after 
public property atteud to this matter. 

The oouditious of these buildings 
violate all modern laws of safety. Now 
during the vacation season, put these 
school houses iu as good couditiou as 
possible, uud udopt all approved kuowu 
uppliiuu.es for prevention of fire. The 
thanks of the parents are duo the mem- 
ber of the school hoard who has beeu in- 
strumental iu showiug how uusufe these 
buildings are at preseut, and the duuger 
to which our childreu are exposed iu 
oveut of fire. Now let the proper officials 
act. 


THE PLANET URANU9. 

him* I rtf frosting Till fir* a Vnyng* to the 
Glgm.tle World Would DUrlovf. 

If Yranus, which is a star of nbont 
the sixth magnitude, were a planet liko 
those little ones called asteroids, which 
ore being discovered by the dozen every 
year, it could not have much claim upon 
popular attention. But Uranus is really 
a gigantic world, more than (10 times 
as large us otirs. Its vast distance, now 
about 1,700,000,000 miles from the 
earth, is what causes it to look so small. 
Uranus has four moons, which revolve 
backward in their orbits — that is to say, 
they revolve from east to west around 
Uranus, while Uranus goes, liko all the 
other planets, from west to east around 
the snn. It is believed that Uranus ro- 
tates backward on its axis also. More- 
over, the axis of that gregt, strange 
globe lies in such a direction that in 
the course of its year, which is equal to 
84 of our years, the sun shines almost 
perpendicularly first upon one pole and 
then upon the other. Measured by our 
time standard, there are 40 years of con- 
stant daylight, followed by 40 jtears of 
unbroken night, around the poles of 
Uranus. And the sun rises in the west 
and sets in the east there. But the sun 
looks very small when viewed from 
Uranus — only ono fonr- hundredth as 
large as it appears to ns. Still it sheds 
upon that planet 1,500 times as mnch 
light as the full moon sends to the 
earth, so that daylight upon Uranus, 
while faint compared with the blaze of 
a terrestrial noonday, is nevertheless a 
very respectable kind of illumination. 

It is a pity that the telescope is able 
to show ns very little of the detail of 
the surface of Uranus. Some faint bands 
or belts, just visible with the most pow- 
erful instruments, are all that can be 
made out. If we could visit Uranus, we 
should probably be greatly surprised, if 
not greatly disappointed. Its average 
density is but a trifle in excess of that 
of water, and of course its surface den- 
sity is far less. 

A voyager from the earth landing on 
Uranus would probably sink almost as 
rapidly as if he had leaped upon one 
of those round white thunderclouds 
which, piled high in air, look so solid 
and snowy cool on .a July afternoon. He 
could no more walk on the surface of 
that world than he could walk on water. 

It has generally been assumed that 
the meaning of the slight density of 
Uranus is that that planet is still in a 
vaporous or liquid condition and ex- 
ceedingly hot»perhaps. If so, it may in 
the course of future ages contract and 
condense and cool until it comes into a 
condition resembling the earth’s. Will 
vital forces then become active upon it 
and produce a long succession of living 
species, brightening its dim daylight 
with the color of flowers and the cease- 
less activity of animate existence? It is 
not likely that man will ever be able to 
answer that question, but who that 
looks upon Uranus keeping step with 
the earth to the music of the sun can 
help asking it? — Garrett P. Serviss in 
New York Snn.

Another case occurred in a house 
where I was once stopping in Nova 
Scotia. A piano with a bad note was 
fixed by simply opening an inside shut- 
ter of a bay window at the opposite side 
of a patrlor from the piano. The latch of 
one shutter was lightly resting against 
the edge of another aud caused the jan- 
gle when one particular note was struck. 
The lady player had previously declared 
that she would send for a tuner the next 
day and laughed at my attempt to fix it 
by hunting about the room while she 
pounded. However, she did not conceal 
her surpriso when tho trouble was re- 
moved aud admitted that there was 
something stbout this sound business 
that she did not quite understand. 

In regard to locating these jangles, 
however, I will say that it is not always 
so easy. It requires some practice before 
the ear becomes capable of locating with 
any degree of success the direction of 
Bounds of this kind. This was my ex 
perienco with the first piano jangle, 
that *f the cracked globe, which was 
quite difficult. That of tho window 
shutter was easier as well as many oth- 
ers which I have located since. A cor- 
rect musical ear is also an important 
adjunct in tho case. — A. A. Knudson iu 
Popular Science Monthly.

ltircli Burk Shoes. 

Shoes and other articles besides bas- 
kets and cabinets aro manufactured from 
birch bark by the Russian peasantry. 
The bark from which these articles are 
made is from tho inner skin of tho Rus- 
sian birch tree, common iu almost all 
parts of tho empire. It is gathered 
spring and fall, and tho process is a very 
simplo one. An incision is first made 
around the trunk of the tree, aud tho 
peasants have a knack of tearing or un- 
winding tho bark from the starting 
point, which gives them a strip of even 
width thut they wind into a hall and 
koep through tho winter until it is dry 
enough to use. It is then made into 
shoes, baskets and other useful articles. 
The harks shoes are universally worn 
by tho Russian peasantry. Other shoes 
used iu winter aro made of sheeps' wool. 
These are manufactured by itinerant 
oobblers who travel from house to house, 
using the i>cusunts’ own materials.—- 
Philadelphia Ledger.

miles in India, have si on its grandest 
scenery, its largest aid most interest- 
ing cities, its nn st fertile und some of 
its desert regions. We have found in 
Delhi, Agra. Dennres, Amlmr and Ah- 
niadabad the best examples of Hindoo 
and Mohammedan arehitectnre. Of 
course there is much we have not seen. 
The Dravidieal temples of tho south of 
India, remarkable for their size and 
elaborate decorations, best illustrated at 
Tanjoreand Madura, we can only judge 
by small specimens seen at Madras and 
Pondicherry. The wonderful cave tem- 
ples at Ellora, Ajunta and many other 
places we have got a fair conception of 
from that of Elepbnnta. One could 
spend yenrs exploring India without ex- 
hausting its layers of civilization. We 
have endeavored to intelligently study, 
by observation and rending en route, 
the ethnology, sociology and theology 
of the country. We have missed no op- 
portunity to talk with British officials 
and educated natives. Wo have looked 
into the work of thd missionaries and 
come to the conclusion that they are do- 
ing a great deal of good, though not ex- 
actly in the way it is popularly under- 
stood at home. I think I may say that 
our travels in India have materially 
broadened our views of Asiatic history. 
Especially have we been impressed with 
the spectacle of an ejnpire of 240,000,- 
000 people of different races and reli- 
gions, governed by a handful of Euro- 
peans, and iu the main well governed, 
with a large measure of liberty, as per- 
fect protection of life aud property as is 
provided in tho most civilized countries 
of Europe and increasing means of ed- 
ucation. The universities and colleges 
scattered over India are turning out an- 
nually thousands of educated natives. 
It is a curious fact that the Indian who 
speaks English speaks it without accent 
and rather better than the average of 
English or Americans. Nearly all of the 
schools above the primary grade teach 
English, and in the majority of them it 
is the medium of education. More than 
half of the native newspapers and peri- 
odicals, which are numerous and well 
conducted, are printed in English. 

I do not think it a wild prediction 
that English will be essentially the lan- 
guage of India a hundred years hence. 
It is curious to contemplate what will 
bo the political result of the education 
of the Indian people. Will they be con- 
tent, especially those of the Aryan race, 
capable of high development, with the 
shadow of a government which is some- 
times driven to its wits’ ends with its 
own domestic problems, in a group of 
little islands 6, 000 miles away? For the 
present I can scarcely conceive of a 
greater calamity for India' than the fail- 
ure of Great Britain to hold and govern 
the country. It would be the signal for 
anarchy, which would entail the destruc- 
tion of the i>eople anil scpiously obstruct 
the onward march of human progress. 

India is a poor country. Its fabulous 
wealth has been carried off by conquer- 
ors or gathered into colossal fortunes 
by tho few rich. The great body of the 
people are miserably poor. They barely 
keep body and soul together and do not 
store up any vital force to resist disease. 
The failure of one crop entails wide- 
spread distress. The failure of two in 
succession means famine for millions. 
Tho government is doing something to 
improve the conditions. In tho last five 
years canals have beeu built, increasing 
the area under irrigation about 25 per 
cent How much advantage the tiller of 
the soil gets from theso improvements I 
do not know. The government costs too 
much, and the people nro taxqfl to the 
limit of endurance. Tho British India 
civil service is called the best iu the 
world. It is undoubtedly the most ex- 
pensive. It costs. £11,000,000 ($55,- 
000,000) a year. Tho civil servant 
serves iu various capacities, from a 
clerk to a lieutenant governor, for 25 
years, four of which are given for holi- 
days, and retires with a minimum pen- 
sion of JLT , 000 per annum. The cost of all 
this comes out of tho Indian people, and 
their superstitious and customs rob them 
of a part of what is left. 

There are grave problems in India 
and more to come, and to solve them 
will require all tho talent which cau be 
secured. It is doubtful whether tho mer- 
chants of London, the manufacturers oi 
Manchester or the hereditary aristocrats 
who are sent to hold vice regal courts in 
Calcutta will solve them in the interest 
of the people of India, who are today 
about tho poorest fed, clothed aud 
housed people on earth. Yet I cannot 
but think that these people are capable 
of great things in the future it they can 
be properly nourished anil educated. 
Their bright, distinctly Aryan faces look 
out appealingly through surroundings 
of squalor and superstition and give 
promise of high development under fa- 
vorable conditions. Indeed we see 
splendid specimens of muuhood among 
them today, and their graceful courtesy 
shames our ruder manners. — Cor. Bos- 
ton Herald. 


Serving Toast,

HOME OF THE ORANQ. 

0Oi*ncii Wl»ne**r«l In llornon, Where Tho*** 
Animal* Aro Mo*t Plentiful. 

Tho great island of Borneo is tho 
homo of the orang, and one of the most 
noticoahlo features of the landscape is 
the nests of the orang, which nro scat- 
tered about thickly among thotnll trees. 
From their number one might get a 
greatly exaggerated impression of tho 
plentifnlness of the species unless it 
were understood how and for what pur- 
pose these roosting places were con- 
structed. The apes are greatly annoyed 
by flies, from which they nro nblo to 
protect the front part of their bodies 
with their hands, but they cannot keep 
the vicious insects from bitiiif them in 
the rear, and so they gather a quantity 
of leaves nnd branches and make them 
into conches to repose against among 
the boughs. 

A protection of this sort serves very 
well for awhile, bnt presently its mate- 
rial begins to decompose, and the decay- 
ing leaves attract the flies which the 
orang is so anxious to get rid of. Then 
he is obliged to make another nest of 
fresh stuff, and so he may require n doz- 
en of tli£m in the course of the year. 
Inasmuch as he does not take the trouble 
to remove the old one they remain to 
adorn the tree top in which he swings 
about. Orangs have a curious method 
of fighting. In their conflict among 
themselves, which are frequent, their 
effort is always to seize tho fingers of 
their adversaries and bite them. 

It is owing to this method of battlo 
that it is almost impossible to procure a 
skin which does not lack some of tho 
fingers. If defending itself against a 
man, the orang will always attempt to 
p*asp the arms of his human opponent, 
10 as to chew’ off his fingers. For this 
purpose its jaws are excellently adapt - 
3d, being enormously powerful and 
equipped with huge incisors. 

To protect itself from the rain the 
orang crooks its arms over its head. Tho 
bair on the orang’s upper arm points 
downward, the apparent purpose being 
»o shed the rain like a thatch when the 
attitudo thus described -is assumed. — 
Pittsburg Dispatch. 

The Moose Made Quick Time, 

“Any one who thinks a moose can’t 
travel at a pretty lively gait, is very 
much mistaken, ’ ’ remarked George T. 
Horton of St. Paul. “I used to be a lo- 
comotive engineer up in the northern 
part of my state, and one day I had an 
opportunity to test the speed of this an- 
imal. I was running a light freight 
train, and in coming around a curve 
saw a big moose standing directly on 
the track. As soon as the animal saw 
the engine he took to his heels right 
down the path between the rails. For 
about four miles we had a perfectly 
straight track, and as I had heard of 
the great speed of this animal I deter- 
mined to test its ability. The gait of the 
moose w’as a sort of trot, such only as a 
moose can exhibit, his paces being about 
two rods in length.

OVER FOUR SCORE AXD TEX. 


TIMOTHY H. CARTER PASSES AWAY AT 
TIIE AGE OF 95 YEARS. 


Mr. Timothy Harrington Carter, one 
of the oldest business men of Boston, 
died at his borne in Newtonville, Wed- 
neaday afternoon, at the age of 95 years 
aud 0 months. 

He was well known among the older 
men of affairs in the Hub, aud up to 
within a few months has been quite 
active and energetic iu the management 
of bis considerable property, which con- 
sisted largely of real estate, including 
the new building on Water street, BostoD, 
which bears his name. 

So well had Mr. Carter’s physical 
health been preserved that he was con- 
fined to his bed only a day or two pre- 
vious to death. His mind also remained 
clear and vigorous. 

About five years ago, on his 90th birth- 
day anniversary, Mr. Carter wrote and 
had printed for family distribution an 
autobiographical sketch, which contains 
frequent reference to some of the land- 
marks of old Boston, and, therefore, is 
of general interest. With the consent of 
the family some extracts were furnished 
the Boston Herald and are given below: 

“In 1807, at the age of 8 years, I left 
home to live with an aunt at Petersham, 
Mass., — a widow lady, by the uame of 
Bridge, who the next year was married 
to Dr. Fisher and removed to Beverly, I 
going home for six months. At the end 
of that time I went to Beverly to live at 
Dr. Fisher’s, where I remained until 1 
came to Boston in 1815, into the book 
store of Cummiugs & Hilliard, corner of 
Spring laue and Washington street, then 
called No. 1 Cornhill. My compensation 
was $40 a year aud boaid from that time 
uutil I was 21 — a usual arrangement at 
that time. Soou after becoming 21 I was 
taken iuto the business, the firm theu 
being Cummings, Hilliard A Co. 

“I will say here that while I remained 
at Beverly— some five or six years in all 
— I acquired considerable expertness iu 
the use of tools, making many little 
things to sell, such as bobbin looms, 
kufttiug ueedles. etc.; so that the ladies 
of the neighborhood got to coming to 
me to get various thiugs made. I also 
made teapot handles for a silversmith 
who made teapots; also washboards, 
with rolleis instead of the fluted board, 
thus subjecting the clothes to much less 
wpai. I also took wood to saw and split, 
ou winter eveuiugs, tor next-door neigh - 
j bors— sawing aud splitting and piling, 
in oue instance, six cords at 50 ceuts a 
cord. Iu this way wheu I came to Bos- 
ton I had 50 well earned silver dollars. 
In Bostou, during the early part ot ray 
apprenticeship, I worked late eveuiugs. 
paiutiug maps, making writing books, 
and folding aud stitching pamphlets 1 
also made liquid blackiug and black aud 
red Ink. I did such extra work until the 
interests of the store demanded every 
miuute of my time. Ou oue of my busi- 
ness trips <to Baltimore), while an ap- 
prentice, 1 traded off and sold, at my 
owu discretion, some $20,000 worth of 
books. 

“In 1827, having acquired a moderate 
-fortune, I left the firm with which 1 was 
couuected, desiriug to enter upou some 
course of study, aud thus make up for 
the delicieucies of my early education. 
Not knowing Co what it might subse- 
quently lead, I concluded to speud a year 
abroad, aud make there a trial of study. 
I began my studious course in Paris, but 
soou fouud it was too late to study: the 
time had passed wheu my miui could 
rest iu elementary studies— it was too 
active iu planning and executing— and I 
gave it up. Haviug returned to Ameri- 
ca, 1 set out to fluff another publishing 
bouse, thinkiug finally to retire from its 
active operations aud be a silent partner. 
I took a lease of tlie estate ou the corner 
of School and Washington streets, aud at 
the expeuse of some $7000 fitted it up 
for u book store aud printing office. My 
brother Richard, uot theu of age, was 
with me, aud C. I. Uendree was uiy 
clerk. When all was iu profitable opera- 
tion, l sold to each of them one-third of 
the busiuess, becoming myself a sileut 
partner — makiug the firm uame to be 
Carter, Ueudree A* Co. .establishing what 
is now called the “Old Corner Book 
Store.” 

“The tlrst type fouudry established iu 
Boston was miue;aud iucouuectiou with 
it 1 also established the that stereotype 
fouudry iu New Ktiglaud. 1 placed my 
brother Charles at the head of this es- 
tablishment, which was carried ou uuder 
the tii ui uame of T. U. & Charles Carter. 
The busiuess outgrew a buildiug 1 had 
erected for it in Uai vurd place, aud was 
removed to a larger buildiug, near the 
North church, ou Salem street. Here, 
haviug with Nathan Hale, Esq., for 


whom I wish to express esteem when I 
write his name, purchased the right to 
use the Treadwell power printing press- 
e*, we added machine printing to the es- 
tablishment — the first of such printing 
done in the city — first by home power 
and then t>y steam. Beside this, Mr. 
Hale had a printing office of his own, 
and together we jointly owned still a 
third, run hy water power, on the Mill 
dam. Subsequently the establishment 
was removed to the corner of Devon- 
shire street and Spring lane, where the 
third building was erected for it, and on 
the Salem street land I built nine dwel- 
ling houses. 

“As the wholesale business of Carter, 
Hendree A Co., grew very large, they 
sold the retail department to Allen A 
Ticknor, neither of whom, however, 
would then engage in the business unless 
I also continued in it, so I became a 
silent partner in the firm of Allen, Tick- 
nor dr Co., aud subsequently sold my 
share to them. 

“The estate at the corner of Washing- 
ton and School streets was the property 
of rich owners, who had determined to 
rebuild there as soon as certain expected 
changes took place, so that the utmost 
time they would give a leise of it was 
for six and a half years. But under that 
lease of six and a half years I put the 
estate into so profitable a condition, 
erecting brick buildings in the yard, etc., 
that they have kept it as I left it half a 
century ago, putting no expenditures of 
their own upon it. When I took the 
lease they ware getting but $1400 rent 
for the property; at the expiration of my 
lease it was yielding more than $4000 in- 
come. 

“At the time of the failure of the firm • 
I owned what was then called Phillips’ 
place, now covered by Houghton A Dut- 
ton’s store. I purchased this estate with 
a view of buildiDg upon the upper part 
of it a chapel for the New Jerusalem 
church, which I thought would prove 
just what their needs would require for 
a dozen years, and so it proved. The 
United States Supreme Court (Judge 
Story) wanted to hire it, and would have 
given a much higher price for it than I 
asked the New Church people, but it was 
not for a court of law or to make money 
that I built it, and I therefore declined a 
profitable offer before the court went to 
Temple place. I will add here that at 
the time of organizing this New Jerusa- 
lem church Id Boston, I, with another 
member, became responsible for any de- 
ficiency of income to meet its expenses, 
and for a considerable time I paid vdTy 
largely for my seat in that church. 

“I also, at that perioi, owned 5000 feet 
of land, uow occupied by the Boston 

E ostoffice. on which I had erected a new 
uilding, which was subsequently sold 
to an insurance company, and by it sold 
for more than $100,000 more than I re- 
ceived for it 

“In each of these estates there was a 
fortune if they could have beeu retained 
until the country had recovered from the 
panic brought about by the closing of the 
United States Bank, but both fell under 
foreclosures. I had also from $12,000 to 
$14,000 in real estate in Lancaster, all of 
which was lost. 

“In 1824, being then unmarried, I kept 
house on Beacon street, near Charles 
street, with two sisters and a brother, 
pasturing my cow on Boston Common ! 
Here I was burned out in the great Bea- 
con street fire, in mid-day, most of my 
furniture being carried upon the Com- 
mon, and in the afternoon transferred 
from there to a house in Colonnade row, 
on Tremont street. On that eventful 
day I breakfasted at home, on Beacon 
street, and supped at home in Colounade 
row. on Tremont street. 

“In 1831, before the failure of Carter, 
Hendree A Co., L. obtained from the 
Legislature an act of incorporation for a 
book manufacturing company — the de- 
sign being to have all the bookseller* 
unite iu the publication of such large 
staudard historical and other works as 
none of them were ready to undertake 
alone, and to attract literary men to be- 
come interested as holders of stock. 
Bat the scheme so aroused the fears of 
certain publishers as to lead to violent 
opposition on their part, and, as they 
carried their opposition to the Legisla- 
ture, they succeeded in securing a clause 
in the charter forbidding the publication 
of any work of less than five volumes. 
This preveuted the full success of my 
enterprise, which was designed to bene- 
fit the entire country, and Boston in 
particular. A company, however, was 
organized, aud the amount of $5u,000 
paid iu, but the continued contraction et 
the curreucy caused by closiug up the 
United States Bank, together with the 
limitation clause in the charter, led to an 
early abaudonmeot of the enterprise 
which otherwise had the prospect of 
great success iu many ways. 

"About this time t began the publica- 
tion of the United Srates Gazette, edited 
the first year by Tbeophilus Parsons, 
Esq., in which rnauy of the early produc- 
tions of Bryant and Longfellow ap- 
peared. Subsequently, with Mr. Littell 
as editor, l began the Liviug Age. which 
to this time has continued a successful 
publication. 

"Iu 1834— 85 l eugaged in publishing 
books, mostly for the youug — nearly 40 
different volumes beiug wntteu for that 
, purpose by Jacob Abbott, to whom many 
thousands of young aud old ireiudebteff. 
For these 1 must have paid him, as copy- 
j right, more than $20,000i 

"lu 1845 I took a 15 years' lease of the 
estate l uow owu ou Water street, aud 
withiu the term of the lease I made a 
purchase of it. Upou this estate, some 
20 years later, ! erected uew buildiug*. 

"In 1840 I purchased a tract of laud at 
what was theu called Hull’s Crossing, 
iu the to w u of Newtou, aud pioeeeded to 
make various improvements and to erect 
buildiugs upou it. lu a few years I 
called it Newtouville.’ 

Mr. Carter was much interested iu 
Newtou matters, be vigorously worked 
for years for the improvement aud ex- 
teusion of Austiu street iyiff lived loug 
enough to see bis labors iu that direction 
crowued with success. Thoroughly 

E os ted ou all local queeiious, he uu- 
esitatiugly gave expression to his cou- 
victious through the press, at hearings 
before the city oouucil aud at public 
gatherings. His views were usually 
souud aud progressive aud were iu vari- 
ably backed up with couviuciug argu- 
ments, giviug evidence of close study 
and mastery of the subjobt. He did a 
great deal for Newtou aud was. perhaps, 
the greatest factor iu buildiug up that 
section of the city wiiere he located his 
home to whioli he refers iu his sketch as 
“Hull's Corner.”

WALTER B. RANDLETT APPOINTED CHIEF 
OF FIRE DEPARTMENT” AN INTEREST- 
INO SEQUEL TO THE NEWTONVILLE 
SCHOOL LAND CONTROVERSY 
FOR THE PIERCE SCHOOL DISCUSSED, 


-LAND 


The board of mayor and aldormon held 
a second special session last Mouday 
evening and some important matters 
came up for consideration during the 
meeting. Tbo opening scenes were 
slightly sensational in character, one 
membor insisting on holding the floor in 
opposition to the ruling of tlio mayor 
that ho was out of order. 

There were quite auumher of members 
of the school board present, interested 
in tho further action expected, regarding 
the purchase of a lot of land at Newton- 
ville for schoolhouse purposes. 

The mayor called the board to order 
and the reading of records was post- 
poned on Alderman Hunt’s motion. 

. APPOINTMENTS. 

The mayor declared an appointment 
which will receive the warm endorse- 
ment of every citizen of Newton.. 

That Walter B. Randlett be appointed 
chief of the tire department to succeed 
Henry L. Bixby, deceased. 

The appointment was unanimously 
confirmed. 

Henry W. Mariner and William E, 
Fuller were appointed and confirmed as 
members of the regular police force. 

* THE VETO. 

The mayor submitted a communica- 
tion, returning without his approval the 
order appropriating $12,000 for the pur- 
chase of 71,050 feet of land, corner of 
Watertown and Edinboro streets for 
school purposes. 

His reason for so doing was to give the 
aldermen who desired an opportunity 
to further consider the matter. 

Before the mayor had opened the 
matter to the board Alderman Thomp- 
son rose to a point of order. 

A WAR OF WORDS. 

The mayor— Please state your point of 
order. 

Alderman Thompson— I rise to a point 
of order, or rather to a question of 
privilege. I will state it in a moment. 
Addressing the executive he said at the 
last meeting when the mayor was absent 
the order in question came before the 
board in due form, was considered and 
passed by a yea and nay vote without 
opposition. The public property com- 
mittee of which he was chairman had 
previously unanimously recommended 
the order as passed. Both branches had 
concurred in the passage of tho order. 
Afterward an order for $500 to procure 
plans for the school building came up, 
and a member of the board then made 
the statement that the land could be 
bought for $2000 less. He might just as 
well have said that $2000 was to go into 
the pockets of the public property com- 
mittee. The effect had been to cast a 
severe reflection on the committee. He 
considered it an insult to every member 
of the board and of the common council, 
and an insult to the citizens of Newton 
who had elected such a set of rascals as 
the public property committee. Re- 
ferring to tho aldermen from Ward Four, 
(•(Alderman Plummer), he said that in not 
giving his information in the first place 
when the order was before the board and 
passed ou his vote and others, he lent 
himself as a party to the corruption im- 
plied in his remarks 

The mayor interrupted at this point 
and demanded with s jme sternness what 
the alderman’s question of privilege was. 
The veto gave no privilege until after the 
message was declared. 

Alderman Thompson — I appeal from 
that decision. 

The mayor— The gentleman is out of 
order. 

The alderman insisted in his appeal 
and bis right to continue speakiog, the 
mayor’s repeated requests for him to 
take his seat culminating iu a stern 
commaud to “sit down,” accompanied 
by free use of the gavel. 

Quiet was finally restored after the 
statutes had been consulted aud sus- 
tained the mayor’s ruling. 

A reconsideration was thereupon de- 
clared as opened by the veto message 
and Alderman Thompson continued: 

Confereuces had beeu held with the 
various parties owning land iu the 
vicinity of the location favored by the 
school committee aud citizens. The 
land selected was offered to the com- 
mittee for 17 ceuts per foot after a long 
discussion, and these people claim they 
never have offered the laud to Alderman 
Plummer or anyone else for less. The 
committee had an option on the Kuowles 
land at 20 ceuts aud on the Harrington 
land at 15 ceuts, hut a petition signed by 
N. H. Chadwick and 50 other residents 
of Xewtonville favoring the Kuowles 
land decided the committee in its favor 
and they finally secured its refusal at 17 
cents. That did not look as though the 
public property committee wore trying 
to fleece the city out of $2000! Wby 
such statements were made by the 
alderman from Ward Four he was at a 
loi-s to understand, aud doubted if the 
gentleman himself knew. Unless it 
might be there was snene other land 
scheme under way which could uot be 
sprung at the proper time. He thought 
the members of the Mchool committee 
had carefully studied the matter aud 
were competent to say what they de- 
sired. 

THE OTHER SIDE. 

Alderman Plummer was ou his feet as 
soon as the previous speaker gave way. 
He said it was a simple question of 
veracity betseeu Messrs. Kuowles, 
Appleton aud himself, and according to 
tho public property committee he was 
the one against whom the inference was 
directed. There was no man iu the 
hoard who could say that he had ever 
been muzzled or collared aud statements, 
as implied, that he was interested iu auy 
“scheme,” he repudiated with the con- 
tempt in which it was put. He could 
not be bought or cajoled by anybody. 
He was working solely iu the interests 
of tne city and should be accorded, due 
credit for the same. In regard to the 
manner iu which the matter originated, 
he said that the sum of $250 was recent- 
ly appropriated to buy a now horse for 
the lire department. Tho horso pur- 
chased, cost just $ lfV), leaving the balance 
unexpended. When the $12,000 order 
uuder discussiou was parsed ho under- 
stood it to read “$12,000 or loss,” aud 
never thought until the $500 order for 
plans came up, with the statement of 
Alderman Tho i psnu that all the $12,000 
was needed for the laud, that such pio- 
visiou could uot be made from the 
original appropriation. Aud it was uu- 
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worthy of this board fhat any such con- 
struction as implied should bo put upon 
his statement. He had an option in 
writing, offering 40,000 feet, a partial lot 
of land on Watertown stroot and Brook- 
sido avenue at 14 cents, and tho wholo 
lot, 70,000 feet, for 12 1-2 conts, if taken 
before August 1. These were facts 
which would be submitted to the board 
if they desired. There was a chance for 
the city to save several thousand dollars 
and il was for their interests to consider 
such an offer. Any imputation of his 
honesty or veracity iu tho matter he 
strongly resented. 

Alderman Thompson submitted a 
letter from the same gentleman quoted 
by Alderman Plummer, dated June 15, in 
which he gave an option at 20 cents per 
foot. It was signed by Henry F. Ross. 
Another letter from A. W. Harrington 
dated June 15, gave the city an option of 
15 ceuts. This did not look as though 
the public property committee were go- 
ing to steal $2000 of the city’s money. 
The committee were acting on the policy 
of buying sufficient land for a second 
school house when it becomes necessary, 
later, and the Kuowles lot of all those 
proposed, was most admirably situated 
and of the propor shape and s ze. 

Alderman Hamilton said he did not 
rise to discuss the merits of thfe different 
pieces of property but to stato that he 
thought the chairmau of the publio pro- 
jerty committee misinterpreted the 
joards interpretation of the criticism 
made by Alderman Plummer. He be- 
lieved no member of the board had tho 
least thought for a moment that the 
members of the public property commit- 
tee were otherwise thau honest and 
straightforward. He thought an entire- 
ly erroneous impression had been re- 
ceived. 

Alderman Plummer said that in his 
conversation last Mouday, but with no 
malice, he stated that the public property 
committee had not driven so sharp a 
bargain, perhaps as they might have 
done. He wished to take that back. 
But he said he certaiuly had uo special 
pressure on Mr. Ross, whom he hardly 
knew. He went to him and Mr. Har- 
rington aud they voluutarilygave him an 
option. He would submit that it was a 
better offer to the city than the commit- 
tee had been able to get. 

A GOOD DEAL OF LATITUDE. 

After further discussion Alderman 
Thompson signified a desire to call upon 
members of the school board who were 
preseut. 

The mayor asked what he desired to 
demonstrate. 

Aldermau Thompson said he wished 
them to submit their self expressed 
opinion with regard to the choice of lots 
and which was most desirable. 

Alderman Plummer stated here, that 
Mr. Boydea told him the other morning 
that the Harrington lot was by far the 
most preferable even at the same price as 
the Knowles lot. In concluding he 
hoped his veracity would not be in ques- 
tion on this statement. 

The mayor said he had thus far 
allowed the board great latitude in dis- 
cussiou on the matter first presented. 
He desired to afford them every reason- 
able facility iu a solution of this mutter, 
and if the board so desired would give 
them a chance to open a hearing so mem- 
bers of the school board could be heard. 
The board failing to suggest any action 
he called upon Chairman J. Edward 
Hollis by Alderman Thompsou’s request. 

Chairman Hollis said the lot coruer of 
Edinboro street was the ouly one he had 
looked at, personally, and its shape and 
size he believed well fitted for the pres- 
ent and future needs of the school board. 

Mr. Smith spoke of the wisdom which 
the committee believed existed in mak- 
ing provision at this time for the erec- 
tion in the future of a four room school 
in connection with the larger oue now 
contemplated. The smaller building 
would be a future uecessity. 

Aldermau Hunt as a member of the 
public property committee, said he did 
not thiuk Alderman Plummer rueaut to 
reflect on the committee. He said the 
committee had an option of 15 ceuts 
from Mr. Procter on the Harrington laud 
aDd he did not like the idea of bringing 
iu another price after they had once sub- 
mitted figures. 

The question came ou passing the 
order over the mayor’s veto. The veto 
was sustained by a vote of 0 to 1, Alder- 
man Thompson voting alone. 

The orders authorizing the issue of 
bonds and advertising for plans and 
specifications, were also returued, aud 
the action sustained by vote of the 
board. 


PERMITS GRANTED, 

Applicatious for building a stable on 
Allison street, also stable for Morris 
Welch, were granted by the board. 

CHARLES RIVER PARK. 

Aldermau Rumery for the park com- 
mittee submitted a report, recommend- 
ing that the land between the Newton 
Boat Club house and Weston bridge be 
taken for park purposes. 

The committee had met iuterested 
parties iu conference as requested. 

Aldermau Plummer as touching upon 
this matter in au important light, said iu 
conversation with Mr. Fraucis Blake, the 
latter had regretted the failure to con- 
ciliate the Newton Boat Club iu the mat- 
ter aud had agreed in conjunction with 
the Boston Athletic Association to pur- 
chase the laud between the clubhouse 
aud the B. it A. railroad bridge rather 
thau displease the club. This laud and 
privileges would cost them $00,000. He 
believed with this move, delay iu ac- 
quiring the park laud might be advis- 
able. The boat club were heartily iu 
favor of a bridge above their clubhouse. 

The report was received. 

THE NEW ORDER. 

Alderman Thompson, after a brief 
recess, presented au order appropriating 
$0000 for the purchase of 70,000 feet of 
laud bounded by Watertown aud Walker 
streets and Brookside avenue, for school 
purposes. This was passed by a unani- 
mous yea and uay vote. 

Orders authorizing the issue aud sale 
of uine $1000, 20 year bonds to he de- 
nominated, Xuwtonville School Loau aud 
authorizing the public property commit- 
tee to ad vertize for plans aud specifica- 
tions for an eight room school house at 
Newtouville at au expense uot to exceed 
$100 were passed, 

Aldermau Plummer endeavored to 
have the latter order amended to give 
Newton architects the preference iu 
bidding but was unsuccessful. 

PETITIONS. 

Petitions were received aud referred, 
from A. E iirickutt, et als., for cross- 
walks at Webster place and Oak aveuue; 
for innholders’ license ou Chestnut 
street; E. F. Towue et. als., for sewer iu 
Biidge street. 

Aldermau Uuut offered orders which 

C ussed giving notice aud anpoiutiug 
curings for the construction of sewer ou 
the south side of Wabau park aud iu 
Ware road. 

bovd’s pond. 

Alderman Ruuiery presented au orde 


to appropriate $500 for cleaning out the 
bed and brook of Boyd’s pond. 

Alderman Bothfold asked if this mat- 
ter could not lay over for tho present as 
tho city’s finances wore rather low. 

It was tabled. 

CAUTION TO DRUGGISTS. 

After another recess Alderman Roffo 
offered a resolution; that whereas a sixth 
class liconso allows tho use of liquors for 
medicinal and mechauioal and chemioal 
purposes only and that it has appeared 
that sales of intoxicating liquor have 
been made without full compliance with 
tho law, the city clerk be instructed to 
notify thorn that they will bo held to 
strict account, and that forfeiture of 
tho same will result, from proof present- 
ed that tho law has beeu violated in the 
slightest degree. 

This was adopted. 

MORE LAND. 

Alderman Thompson offered an order 
authorizing the publio property commit- 
tee to purchase 108,000 feet of land situ- 
ated in West Newton and bounded by 
Elm aud Webster streets and Oak avenue 
for the sum of $20,000 for school pur- 
poses, and authorizing provision for its 
payment by 20 year 4 per cent, bonds. 

This order vas somewhat of a sur- 
prise to the board and provoked a 
general discussion. 

Alderman Thompson in support of the 
order said the land quoted was offered 
the city at a very low price and although 
more than was needed by the city could 
not be secured unless all of It was taken. 

Alderman hunt said it seemed a large 
quautity of land for the city to take for 
school purposes, but it was the only 
available land that could be secured in 
Ward Three and was entirely satisfac- 
tory to the citizens. 

Alderman Plummer understood land 
taken by the city for a specific object 
could not be re-sold. 

Alderman Thompson said that it 
could. It had been done under certain 
restrictions in connection with the Wade 
school property. 

Aldermau Roffe was uot prepared to 
vote on the matter. The laud might be 
low enough but he did uot believe tho 
city could sell aDy part of it after it was 
purchased. 

Aldermau Hunt was undecided on this 
point. Only about 08,000 feet would be 
needed for the school house, but he be- 
lieved it a wise policy to buy the whole 
lot. 

Tho mayor explained that the trouble 
would be to secure a conveyauce of tho 
title. 

Aldermau Hamilton asked if land in 
the vicinity of the school house would 
□ot deteriorate iu value. 

Aldermau Hunt said in this case the 
property would not be affected, as the 
best lots front on Elm street. He added 
that the site was unanimously endorsed 
by the school board. The land would 
not be sold unless all was purchased. 

Aldermau Botbfeld believed the mat- 
ter should receive mature consideration. 
The city was doing well to build one 
school bouse a year, but two seemed a 
little faster than it ought to go. The 
preseut school house was considered far 
euough away and with the growth of 
population tending south, the wisdom of 
locating a new school house still further 
north might be questionable. Another 
point for consideration was whether the 
city had a right to purchase for “sohool 
house purposes” more land than they 
ueed for the purpose. 

Aldermau Hunt said additional school 
accommodations must be provided iu 
Ward Three by next fall. Another room 
was indispensable, so says the superin- 
tendent, and some provision must be 
made. The city will have to hire one 
extra room anyway, as eight rooms 
would not do the work requiring uine. 

Aldermau Plummer said at the risk of 
being called pernurius by the school 
authorities, he believed the interests of 
the city demanded mature deliberation 
iu the further expenditure of money, 
unless the members of the board wished 
to retire to private life with the stigma 
of beiug the most expensive, the city had 
ever seeu. 

Alderman Thompson believed the 
school houses of Newton were a vital 
consideration in the development of tho 
city. People are deterred from coming 
lure by the unsatisfactory buildings pro- 
vided for the instruction of their chil- 
dren. Ouly a few days since he learned 
of a party who contemplated moving 
back to Boston just for this reason alone. 

Aldermau Botbfeld, returning almost 
uncousciously, to the subject at baud, 
said this was a purchase in which the 
city should make no error. There was 
more land than was necessary, and could 
or should the city make the purchase at 
this time? He believed in disoretion. 

Aldermau Hunt said he had heard a 
rumor about a syndicate who were 
negotiating the purchase of this lot. Ho 
could uot vouch for the truth of it. 

Aldermau Roffe at this time moved to 
table aud the motion prevailed against 
the opposing votes of Aldermen Hunt 
aud Thompson. 

The board then assembled in executive 
session.

It hud uot come 
before them at all uud he believed the 
committee should he accorded that 
courtesy.

ANOTHER LOT. 

The order authorizing the expendi- 
ture of $100 for pinna and apeciflcations 
for the now aohoolhoune caused another 
discussion. 

Councilman Tolman moved a second 
reading nnd then explained that he had 
received information that land near that 
contemplated oould bo purchased much 
cheaper than any yet quoted. 

Councilman Savage asked where it was 
situated. 

A.— Directly opposite the Harrington 
land on the other side of Watertown 
street. 

Councilman Bullard after ascertaining 
that the land mentioned was on the 
north side of the street, said it was the 
policy of the school board when possible 
to locate schoolhouses on the south Bide 
of the street, as better light was secured 
for the occupants. He thought the land 
on the southerly side might be preferable 
even at a higher figure. 

Councilman Tolman thought a good 
deal of the trouble experienced by the 
public property committee was because 
they had tried so hard to ploase the 
school committee in every particular and 
knowledge of this attitude on the part of 
the public property committee had in- 
fluenced land owners in submitting 
figures. 

A second reading was then called for. 

Councilman Tolman did not wish to 
delay purchase of the lot any longer than 
necessary, but believed a thorough in- 
vestigation would facilitate matters in 
the final aotion. 

Councilman lioss said few architects 
would care to submit estimates on the 
building until the land had been pur- 
chased by the city. 

Counoilman Bullard’s motion to table 
prevailed. 

A communication was received from 
W. H. B. Dowse relative to the pollution 
of a brook on land of Geo. Dix, in con- 
sequence of the boulevard construction, 
and hinting at damages on the same. 
Referred. 

REPORT. 

The report submitted to the city coun- 
cil by the board of health relative to the 
erection and maintenance of one or more 
bath houses in the city, was favorable to 
providing public bath houses, in the 
more thickly settled portions, the ex- 
perience of Watertown during the year 
1893 where 7,000 persons were thus ac- 
commodated, showing conclusively its 
popularity. The board recommend the 
ereotion of three bath houses, one on the 
Charles river at Nonantum upon land of 
J. W. Bemis on California opposite 
Chapel street or upon oity land, of! 
California street at the Allison pit; at 
Bnllough’s pond near Mill street upon 
land of Hon. William Claflin, or of Geo. 
W. Morse, et. al; on the west shore of 
Crystal lake upon land of Emeline H. 
Crane, or on the north shore upon land 
of Sarah H. Fowle. The estimated cost 
is $700 for eaoh house and maintenance 
of each per month for three months $00 
—$540, a total of $2040. 

The council adjourned to Sept. 10. 


A Step Forward. 

To the Editor of the Graphic: 

It has been highly gratifying to our 
citizens generally to find it possible to 
have better order on the early morning 
of*+ho celebration of the 4th of July. 
Some have beeu afraid that the reckless 
elements among us had grown so strong 
that do what the city government would 
it could not repress the racket which had 
assumed in late years such large propor- 
tions. Prompt action on the part of the 
authorities and a little expense have won 
a very deoided victory this year over dis- 
order.

Suppose at some early hour, say at 8 
or 9 o’clock on the 4th there was a gen- 
eral gathering of young aud old lo sing 
patriotic songs and to listen to the read- 
ing of the Declaration and an address or 
two.

At night iustead of each 
man’s settiugolf a few fire works in front 
of his own house let there be some club- 
bing together to make a better display in 
central fields or places away from the 
danger of setting fire to buildings. 

A very great deal might be done to 
make the 4th an enjoyable day to all if 
the people would only go to a little more 
trouble aud expense.

HOME OF AMATEUR ATHLETICS. 


W1IAT A WRITER IN THE IIERAI.I) THINKS 
NEWTON WILL BECOME. 


“The tendency toward athletic de- 
velopment,” sayH the Boston Herald, 
4 'has grown apace during the past ten 
years, and has brought into existence 
numerous clubs and organizations de- 
voted to that especial branoh of physical 
culture. It lias given birth to many new 
forms of recreative amusement, and has 
clung, of course, to those games such as 
running, hurdling and the like which 
date back to a period long before the 
new world was in evidence.” 

"There is a spot In this state where 
there seems to be a concentration of 
amateur athletic interests, an ideal place, 
seemingly, for the grouping of various 
clubs and the consequent bringing to- 
gether of a large number of people 
identified with gentlemen’s sport, 
inclnding tennis, cricket, foot ball, boat- 
ing, canoing and the usual field and 
track events not classified under the 
head of “professional.” 

"Nowton is destined to be, in the near 
future, the great centre of attraction for 
amateur athletic events in this state. It 
will become so, partly, because of its 
natural adaptability in the way of great 
park and playground facilities, and 
through the location there of the two 
largest athletic organizations in Massa- 
chusetts. 

“It is now well known that the B. A. 
A. management has secured an adjunct 
to its magnificently equipped clubhouse 
in the Back Bay district of the Hub, a 
large tract of 23 acres on the Weston 
side of the Charles river, nearly opposite 
the Newton Boat Club’s attractive build- 
ing and grounds. A building will be 
eventually erected there at a cost of 
about $40,000, including a boathouse. 
Work on the latter is already well under 
way. 

“The surrounding grounds are being 
properly laid out, comprising cricket, 
base ball and foot ball fields, one-quarter- 
mile cinder traok and twenty or more 
tennis courts. These grounds, within a 
stone’s throw of the Riverside station in 
Newton, will give B. A. A. members a 
first-class opportunity for outdoor 
sports. 

“The situation is one of the most piot- 
uresque on the line of the winding 
Charles, The club building will be on 
high ground, overlooking the Newton 
boulevard, and the entrance to the 
grounds from that wide, beautifully kept 
thoroughfare will be by the way of a 
substantial bridge. 

“Naturally, this addition to the club 
buildings along the river in the vioinity 
of Riverside will give a great impetus to 
boating and canoeing, and will make the 
looality the most notable and popular 
resort for that sort of amusement in 
New England. The facilities for aquatic 
contests are admirable, and it will be 
strange, indeed, if the infection of so 
muoh new blood does not result in many 
interesting contests with paddle and oar. 
The B. A. A. outdoor grounds will be 
the scene, undoubtedly, of many exciting 
base ball and foot bail matches, in which 
the college elevens will hustle for goals 
and touchdowns. Few places, if|auy, in 
the country will furnish such accommo- 
dations for holding a big tennis tourney. 

"The new clubhouse of the Newton 
A. A., the second largest athletic as- 
sociation in the state will be located 
near the boulevard on private land ad- 
joining the Newton Centre playground, 
about 200 feet from Homer street. The 
building will be erected in time for the 
foot ball contests this fall. Its dimen- 
sions will be 200x80 feet, and it will be a 
substantial attractive structure from 
plans of O. F. Smith, architect. It will 
stand on high ground at the turn of the 
boulevard, so that it cau be seen dead 
ahead for a long distance by those com- 
ing in the westerly direction through the 
Newtons. 

“The building will cost, when com- 
pleted, about $30,000. Iu the basement 
there will be a swimming tank. 15x30, 
with a lounging and rubbing room ad- 
joining, in whioh there will be au open 
lireplace; bowling alleys of the regula- 
tion pattern, toilet rooms, storage apart- 
ment for bicycles, drying room and bath 
rooms, steam heating plant and coal 
cellars. There will be provision beside 
for 375 lockers and several private dress- 
ing rooms. 

"The maiu gymnasium, 35x82, will be 
located on the first floor. There will be 
an open space beyond of over 100 feet, 
giving ample room for a 50-yarii 
straightway dash. The latter feature is 
a notable oue, as it can be fouud in only 
a few athletic clubs in the country. 
There will be ladies’ dressing rooms on 
the first floor, and a baud ball court, 
13x30, extending up two stories. There 
will be, also, a cosey reception parlor, 
15x17, situated near the maiu eutrance, 
instructor’s apartments aud an examina- 
tion room, the latter opening into the 
gymnasium. 

"The boxing and fencing rooms are to 
be located on the secoud floor, where 
thore will be a ruuuing track, whioh 
can be utilized, if desired, for a balcony 
for spectators, as it overlooks the 
grounds. 

"Other apartments on the second floor 
will be the billiard room, 15x41, with 
large window seat aud opeu fire-plaoe, 
smoking room and offices of the board of 
control. 

“One of the uuique features of the 
building will bo a roof garden, open ou 
all sides for air and light, aud proteoted 
from the sun’s rays by awnings. It will 
he lighted in the eveuing by electricity. 
Its furniBhiugs will cousist of tables, 
where refreshments cau be served, ami 
plenty of oomfortable chairs for the use 
of members and visitors. At the ex- 
treme end of the gardeu there will be a 
small stage for an orchestra or other at- 
tractions. 

“In the wiuter the gardeu will undergo 
a change that will make it available for 
terpsichorean exercises. It is to he ac- 
complished by those simple devices 
kuown as shutters, which, it is expected, 
will exclude the cold blasts which, in 
the form of more geutle breezes, proved 
agreeable duriug the hot mouths. 

“The club's out door fixtures will con- 
sist of base ball and foot ball fields, aud 
facilities for track and field athletics. 
There will be excellent accommodations 
for spectators. The board of coutrol of 
the club comprises tweuty-live of the 
leadiug men of Newtou. This board of 
control owns the building and grounds, 
and cau shape the policy of the club. 
Ladies are to be accorded the privileges 
of the "gym” during the moruiug hours. 
Its equipment will be up to the standard, 
with every necessary up-to-date appli- 
auoe. 

"The club intends to make a feature 
of junior membership, following some- 


what the plan of the B. A. A. in that 
respect. Among the members who hnve 
taken prizes for sprinting, jumping and 
hurdling are Jim Morse, Rednath. .Skel- 
ton and Hersey. Its bane hall team has 
Upton, Soule and Whittemore of the 
Harvard ’varsity nine; Bowen. Warren, 
formerly captain of Brown and Hubbard, 
formerly captain of Yale. It has devel- 
oped this season a great pitchei in Walter 
Fitz, wlio lias a phenomenal record of 
Btrike-out for young player. There is 
the nucleus for a strong foot ball eleven. 
The tennis interests of tho club will bo 
represented by Fred Hovey, the winner 
against Hobart, Chace, Wrenn and 
others in the Neighborhood Club 
tourney. 

Tho B. A. A. boat house at Riverside, 
now about completed, will cost to build 
about $(*000. It will have accommoda- 
tions for 100 boats, and has 500 lockers. 
It is located on the easterly side of the 
grounds, looking down the river. It is 
provided with ladies’ apartments, and 
has a ladies’ entrance under a covered 
porch. The building is one-story high, 
with a fiat roof surmounted by an awn- 
ing, nnd to be utilized for a promenade. 

“With all these enumerated attrac- 
tions, a boulevard extending from the 
heart of Boston through the Newtons, 
tracing its broad way through beautiful 
woodland and a section of country un- 
surpassed for charming rural scenery, 
clear to the banks of the Charles river, a 
distance of 14 miles, one might easily 
picture great possibilities for the athletic 
future of Newton. 

"The boulevard will be the clear path 
for tLe bicyclists, who will have a sec- 
tion of road especially built for their 
use. It will be available for road events, 
and a popular resort for wheelmen, who 
could make the run to the river from the 
Hub iu quick time, there to find boating 
and bathing privileges and, very likely, 
en route, numberless attractions to while 
away a pleasant hour. The patrons of 
the four-in-hand drags will no doubt 
take in the many interesting eveuts, and 
the swift-moving electrics will bring 
thousands of pleasure-seekers to witness 
the tennis, foot ball, cricket, aquatic and 
other contests.”

MILL STRIKE STILL ON. 


IDLE WORKERS’ CONDITION REPORTED AS 
VERY SERIOUS. 


After seveu weeks of idleness the strik- 
ing silk workers of Newton Upper Falls 
are iu a pitiable condition, according to 
the reports given out by members of the 
Silk workers union, but they aver that 
the strike will oontinue.

turn to work only by vote of their uniou. 

The meu do not appear at all concerned 
about the rumor that the girls will 
desert their uuiou, claiming that eveu if 
they should, they could only work a 
short time without the meu.

CHIEF BIXBY’S SUCCESSOR. 


Walter B. Randlett has been appointed 
Chief of the Newton fire department to 
succeed the lamented H. L. Bixby. The 
members of the city council wore, ap- 
parently, satisfied that the interests of 
citizens and tax-payers would be best 
conserved by the promotion of a man 
who had proved himself capable in a 
subordinate position and who had 
gleaned from personal daily contact with 
his former chief, much of the spirit of 
ceaseless aotivety, wise discipline and 
keen foresight that had prominently 
marked the management of fire matters 
in this city. 

Citizens very generally regard the 
selection ot Mr. Randlett as a wise one 
and confidence is expressed that the 
past admirable record of the department 
will be perpetuated. With good quali- 
ties as a fire fighter, the possession of 
considerable executive ability and the 
good opinion and confidence of the best 
citizens behind him, Chief Randlett 
enters, at least, auspiciously upon his 
new duties and there is every reason to 
believe that success will crown his ef- 
forts and the future tell the story of his 
achievement. 

Of course, there are those who had 
hoped that an outside man would be 
selected, believing that a new policy 
would be beneficial and that a change in 
the membership of some of the com- 
panies would be a step in the line of im- 
provement. The policy of the former 
chief was quite freely criticised by some 
people, but it can be said with truth that 
more opinions on the best way of 
procedure in arresting the progress of a 
significant blaze can be counted upon 
ban the number of town people at a 
free collation. There is a disposition, in 
a word, to freely and generously give ad- 
vise on the handling of fires and the 
official of the department who escapes 
censure, no matter how thoroughly and 
wisely his work may have been per- 
formed, can be safely re'erred to as a 
most fortunate individual. 

Now, as a matter of fact, not one man 
in a group of one hundred is competent, 
as a rule, to give an opinion on the best 
method of attacking or following up a 
fire. Notwithstanding, the tendency to 
‘‘‘talk through the hat,” if that phrase 
will be permitted here, sets many 
tongues in motion and keeps up a re- 
spectable standing army of critios. It 
is enough for the people of Newton to 
know that the experts all over the 
country, men ot ripe experience, and 
whose opinions count for something, 
held Chief Bixby in bigb esteem for bis 
qualities as a fireman. If Chief Rand- 
iett can maintain the high standard 
which distinguished the administration 
of his predecessor, no grave apprehen- 
sions need be entertained for the future 
of Newton’s fire department. It has 
stood well in the past and is not likely to 
deterioate under the management of one 
•who has worked in harmony with its 
(former able and cautious direotor. 

Strikes are of that class of regret- 
able occurrences which begin aud end in 
distress and generally fail to bring about 
any good result. There are some lessons, 
however, to be learned from the growing 
discontent of the working classes aud 
one is the importance of restrictive 
legislation to prevent the formation of 
selfish trusts aud combines. The pre- 
sent status of the industrial conditions 
in this country emphasizes the necessity 
of proteotion alike for capital aud labor. 
Gov. McConnell of Idaho, referring to 
the conflict between the A. K. U. aud 
the railroad managers growing out of 
Mr. Pullman’s refusal to arbitrate the 
qaestion of disagreement between his 
company and his laborers, suggests the 
advisability of Congress passing a com- 
puls iry arbitration law to apply to all 
differences between corporations inter- 
ested in transportation and their em- 
ployes. lie has been iuduoed to make 
the suggestion, he says, because of his 
belief that ‘‘the best elforts of this 
nation should be exerted not to suppress 
the laboring men of the United Slates, 
who are struggling to obtain what they 
think is justice, nor to damage the cor- 
poration against which their efforts are 
directed, hut to asceitaiu first, what is 
Tight, aud then enforce it. 

Rev. W. II. Savage of Watertown, in 
a very fascinating paper in the July 
uuwber of “The Areua,” defines the 
religion of Whittier aud how he pro- 
claimed it tu his verse. “God for him,** 
Rev. Mr. Savage says, was not a reinims* 
eeuce, uot au absentee Lord of the 
world aud of men, but a Presence glori- 


fying nature and inspiring the daily life J 
of His children. He found in the Quaker 
faith the charter of his spiritual freedom 
and his warrant for living like a son of 
God. He regarded God as, in fact ns 
well as in name, “our Father iu heaven,” 
and his writings exprosf everywhere his ; 
simple and complete trust in tho divine 
goodness.” 

Orinton M. Hanscom, formerly chief 
inspector of the Boston police depart- 
ment, has beon appointed deputy super- 
intendent of that department. He was 
re-inslated recently, the charges against 
him under tho Supt. Small regime having 
been refuted by strong evidence. His 
vindication and restoration to active 
duties is a source of much gratification 
to his large circle of friends. 

Mayor FEXNo.it seems, is responsible 
for the restrictive Fourth of July order 
which postponed uncanny noises aud the 
usual racket of Independence day cele- 
braters for a few hours. He acted wise- 
ly, judging from the experiences of a 
year ago. The boys have been given 
plenty of rope and as tho saying goes, 
“finally hung themselves,” through 
abuse of certaiu privileges.

SOME POINTS REGARDING A CONTROVERSY 
RELATIVE TO LOCATION. 


When the B. A. A. secured land at 
Riverside for a country club house and 
grounds the matter of providing an ap- 
proach to the property was neglected. 
The work of building tbe boathouse and 
other buildings is now under way, and 
for the past few weeks the officeis of the 
club have been grappling with tbe prob- 
lem of how to reach there from the 
Riverside station. 

It was at first proposed to build a new 
bridge over the Charles in conjunction 
with Mr. Charles Hubbard, who is 
anxious to obtain a direct road to the 
Auburndale station from his estate in 
Weston. Steps were taken to secure 
land for one approach to the bridge op- 
posite the B. A. A. property, and just 
below the Newton boat club building. 
The trouble commenced at this point.

bridge at that point would completely 
Bpoil the river view frou their club- 
house, aud would result in seriously 
marring the beauty of one of the most 
picturesque reaches of the Charles. 

The proposed locatiou is less than 250 
yards below the N. B. Clubhouse, aud 
directly iu the center 01 tho course used 
in the anuual boat races. 

The general boating public joined with 
the club in opposiug the building of the 
bridge. The land on the Newton side of 
the stream was alieady held by Mr. 
Hubbard, and as a last resort the desir- 
ability of the lfcnd as an addition to the 
river park system of Newton was 
brought to the notice of the city*govern- 
meut. The committee on parks has 
viewed the ground, aud prepared a re- 
port in favor of taking the tract, em- 
bracing more tbau 450,000 square feet, 
for a park. An order has been prepared 
taking such actiou, and is being held by 
tbe chairman of the committe pending 
auother conference with Mr. Hubbard 
and the representatives of the B. A. A. 

This action will be takeu solely because 
of tbe strong pressure brought to beat on 
the board by the boating interests, and 
solely to prevent the bridging of the 
river at this point. It is very probable 
that in the evont of the seizure of this 
land under the park act for this purpose 
steps will be takeu by Mr. Hubbrad aud 
the B. A. A. t* test the legality of the 
proceeding. 

In case the bridge cannot be built at 
this poiut au expeuse of more than $60,- 

000 will be entailed on the builders, us 
the use of the only otLer available site 
would necessitate the buying out of two 
boat-letting establishments and the pur- 
chase of a large tract of very valuable 

1 ind. In view of this heavy expense the 
city authorities are willing to defer 
action for the present, but it is very im- 
probable that they will allow auy bridge 
to be built between the Newton boat 
clubhouse aud Weston bridge. 

If such a structure should be erected 
at this point it would make three 
bridges, including the railroad bridge, 
within an eighth of a mile of each other, 
while ubovo the clubhouse the new 
bridge, if built, would do away with a 
footbridge which spans the river at 
present. 

The prospect of resort to legal pro- 
ceedings to secure the building of the 
bridge has added iuteiest to the contro- 
versy, and the next move is waited with 
a good deal of iuterest.

There are two wheels 
for steering the craft, oue ou the side near 
the eugine, the other at the helm. The 
rudder, jpropellors and crunk shaft are of 
brass. The cushions have a plush cover- 
ing aud are provided witli a cork under 
filling, making them serviceable for U9e aa 
life preservers. The name of the boat 
“Inez" is carved in gold letters ou the 
stern. Altogether, it is a “dumly” aud 
must be seen iu order to be fully ap- 

f ireclated. The cost of the lauuch. inclini- 
ng equipments, was in the vicinity of

SCHEMES SUGGESTED FOR RESTORING 
PROSPERITY IN THE WATCH CITY. 


To the Editor of ike Gr aphic:— 

It often happens that a party having 
something to sell and another wishing to 
purchase the same commodity will meet 
every day and yet fail to do business 
simply because the subject is never 
brought up.

MRS. JEANNE CHALONEK SENDS GREET- 
INGS FROM 8TANDISH LAND. 


High Pines Camp, July 7, 1804. 

From the "Crows Nest” built in the 
swaying branches of the oaks far above 
the roadway, which in the long ago days 
the brave Captain of Plymouth steadily 
traversed, let me picture, if I cau, the 
freedom, luxury and rest one finds in 
camp life. 

We are as gypsy-like as possible and it 
is a famous place to be awfully busy 
doing nothing. Just now some of the 
party are boating and gathering lilies, 
such exquisite pond lilies. I hear the 
dip of the oars and they call up to me in 
my leafy perch; then the play of light 
and shadow on my paper, the swaying of 
the branches rocks my table; some bees 
fly down suddonly to see what I am 
doing and a frog says, "better go 
round,” while another hoarsily croaks 
"Knu-dup.” In happier tone a bird 
speaks from a neighboring branch, and 
close by me a squirrel sits tranquilly 
holding in his dainty paws a fragment 
from the camD table. 

They come and look in at the doorway 
sometimes and we talk to them, their 
eyes so bright as they listen, they do not 
fear us. 

The stone fire-place, just built, haB 
absorbed attention for a few days here, 
and we have dreamed of the pleasure 
of fireside talk with a happy group 
watching the glowiug embers, aud bear- 
ing the wind whistle outside iu October 
nights. 

One night, Dot long since, we walked 
a mile through the woods single file to 
the Unitarian church with a lantern for 
a moon, and stopped iu the churchyard 
to look at the long line of graves where 
so many of the Aldens lie buried. Wo 
saw the sweet girl graduates, hoard their 
essays and songs and had the great 
pleasure of listening to Rev. Mr. Bab- 
cock of Baltimore as ho addressed the 
class and held the audieuce by his 
eloquence. Mr. Knapp gave the diplo- 
mas and parting words of advice. The 
latter gentleman has the thrift of the 
colonists, for his fine pluce serves a 
double purpose during the school year, 
the extensive grounds aud fine houses 
serve as a private school for boys, aud 
during vacation, as a hotel for summer 
sojourners, aud all concerned are happy. 

1 am anticipating a trip to Lake Cham- 
plain aud that charming house at Bluff 
Point, New York, set in the gateway of 
tho Adiroudacks, "Hotel Champlain,” 
and after a trip to Au Sable Chasm aud 
a short stay at Saratoga to return again 
to camp. 

We wear a costume conductive to com- 
fort here, blouse and divided skirt so 
that we cau climb up hill or dowu, jump 
into a boat, gather lilies, Hwiug in a 
hammock or "go a frogging” with ease 
aud comfort. 

We live out of doors aud even sleep 
with doors wide open aud the moon aud 
the solemn pines looking in at us. It is 
one of the jolliest places to rest in the 
wide world. 

Soon wo go to Plymouth to get a 
sketch of the grave of the "Nameless 
Nobleman” and do the quaint old town 
with its never wearying charm of plotur- 
esqueuess aud romantic interest.

HOW ITISINTHE NAVY 

POSITION AND REMUNERATION OF 
THE ENLISTED MEN. 

Tlio Vast and Varied Force of Mechanic* In 
tho Service Horo skilled Lnltor Finds 
Steady Employment With Sure Pay. 
Seaman riant Worst Paid. 

Although the seamen and even tho 
petty officers of the United States navy 
are largely of foreign birth, there never 
was a time when places in tho navy be- 
low tho rank of commissioned officers 
were so attractive to native Americans. 
As tho old wooden ships afid tho old 
fashioned steam propelled ships give 
place to modern marine machines tho 
navy becomes more and more suited to 
the tastes of capable Americans. 

Since tho Kearsargo laid her bones 
upon Roncador rtiej-o aro left in really 
nctivo son- i co only 10 wooden ships, 
though there are 15 others used as re- 
ceiving ships and as sclioolships of ono 
sort or another. All the sailing ships 
that ever move from place to place ore 
the training ships and schoolships. The 
navy has long been made up chiefly of 
steam propelled vessels, and it will be 
only a few years before tho whoie ac- 
tive list will lie composed of iron or 
steel steamships. 

This gradnal change iu tho navy has 
wrought a marked chango in the per- 
sonnel of the petty officers and tho en- 
listed men, as in the conditions under 
which they work. Captain Codman’s 
mournful cry that there are no moro 
sailors is as true of the navy as of the 
merchant service. Tho navy still ships 
3eamen at wages ranging from $10 to 
$24 per month, but it also ships a host 
of artificers, mechanics, firemen and 
whatnot at wages sometimes exceeding 
|70 per month. 

The new navy as it grows will need 
in increasing number of men in these 
special classes. There are nearly as many 
neiv vessels building as there aro wood- 
en ships now on the active list, and ev- 
sry new iron steam propelled monster 
that is added to the navy creates an in- 
3reased demand for the skilled and high 
paid classes of enlisted men. Already 
!hero are some scores of machinists at 
|70 per month, boiler makers at $00, 
blacksmiths at $50, plumbers at $46, 
water tenders, oilers, firemen and print- 
ers at from $30 to $40 per month, to say 
nothing of coppersmiths, shipwrights 
and coal passers at wages varying from 
|50 per month down to $22. 

The seaman class, the worst paid of 
all in its lower branches, is very well 
paid in the higher ranks. Tho lad that 
enters as a third class apprentice at $9 
per month may reasonably hope to be- 
come chief master at arms at $05 per 
month. The lad with a gift for music 
may easily find himself transferred to 
the special class that includes musi- 
cians, writers and apothecaries, and 
here the wages vary from $18 to $00 
per month. 

There is a special provision of law to 
encourage good men to remain long in 
the service. The ordinary term of en- 
listment is three yciuo, aud by this pro- 
vision any honorably discharged man 
who re-enlists within three months 
from the date of his discharge returns 
to the navy with his pay raised $1 per 
month. The extra dollar is added at 
each re-enlistment, aud there may easi- 
ly be half a dozen re-enlistments, or for 
that matter a dozen. It means that a 
good man who sticks to the service for 
life gets a three months’ vacation every 
three years, followed by an increase of 
pay. 

It usually happens that the man who 
thus eulists aud re-eulists has reached 
tho grade of petty officer at his third or 
fourth enlistment, and after that tho 
larger pay of his new place increases 
regularly $1 per month every three 
years, should he choose to continue in 
the service. There are other small per- 
quisites of one kind or another that 
swell the earnings of the sailor that 
sticks to the navy, and there awaits him 
in old age a safe retreat ashore with old 
companions. 

It is true that mechanics in tho navy 
receive nominally smaller wages than 
men of their trades ashore, but they are 
subject to none of the uncertainties of 
business. The navy goes right on in 
times of panic, and there is no docking 
for illness. Employment and pay aro 
secure for the rest of a man’s days, aud 
promotion is almost within his own 
control. 

The aristocratic organization of the 
navy doubtless has kept many self re- 
specting native Americans from enlist- 
ing, but the sen-ice is vastly more 
democratic in practice than in theory. 
True, no enlisted man may hope to be- 
come a commissioned officer, but the 
enlisted man of tried ability and known 
good conduct always earns tho respect 
aud the consideration of his superiors. 
The brutal officer of tho deck is almost 
unknown in the United States navy, aud 
the self respecting enlisted man is sel- 
dom made to feel that any one looks 
dowu upon him. 

His food is wholesome, clean aud 
abundant, and the officer of tho deck 
must taste it before it is served to the 
men at any meal. His quarters aro bet- 
ter aud better as tho navy improves, and 
tho privileges of the well ordered sea- 
man are many and agreeable. The navy 
department holds out as an inducement 
to men that think of enlisting the pros- 
pect of seeing foreign purts. ‘‘Yes, 
through a porthole, ” wus* the old time 
Jack Tar’s cynical comment when a re- 
ernitiug poster met his eye ushore. 

But the seaman whose own conduct 
does not curtail his ‘‘liberty” may see 
foreign parts as au enlisted man in'o 
satisfactory and instructive fashion. 
There aro scores of enlisted men who 
aro thoroughly trusted ashore as the 
most staid inmates of the wurdroom. I 
man’s repute iu this regurd is not left 
to mere chance, but is mutter of careful 
record. The man who con muke up his 
mind to endure with putieuce a life of 
discipline and regularity finds the navy 
agroeuble, interesting and profitable*— 
New York Bun.

An incident in the tennis tournament 
at West Newton suggests to a writer 
for the Boston Herald that there may 
be a confusion in tbe minds of both 
players and spectators as to what con- 
stitutes courtesy or discourtesy in play. 
Were the incident wholly exceptional, 
this communication might seem gratui- 
tous and personal; but ns similar in- 
cidents are somewhat frequent I may 
simply voice a silent majority whose ex- 
pressed opinion would prevent their 
recurrence, or, finding that I have but 
piped alone, prove the necessity for 
some change in tennis rules. 

It has been thus far the happy fortune 
of tennis to have escaped the taint of 
professionalism and to have been gov- 
erned by the usages of gentlemen. But 
youth is often quixotic, and apt to forget 
that the highest justice is never antago- 
nistic to the extremest courtesy. 

Friday, in the courts of tho Neighbor- 
hood Club, two old-time tennis antago- 
nists, though equally gentlemen and 
friends, met in contest for honor and a 
handsome prize. After the match had 
lasted for about au hour, with the ad- 
vantage in favor of one player, the other 
suddenly left his position in the court, 
walked to one side and sat down, with 
just a word to his antagonist. His at- 
titude and tbe attention rendered him 
suggested sickness or exhaustion, as 
there was no physical injury apparent. 

By permission of his opponent he was 
allowed several minutes, rest, nad, on 
resuming play, he won the set. 

Some of the spectators seemed to ap- 
prove what they considered the courtesy 
shown in this permission. To me, it 
seems that their approval was mis- 
placed, as was possibly also their sym- 
pathy. In tennis, as in nearly all athletic 
contests, endurance wins as deservedly 
as skill. The oarsman who sank ex- 
hausted in his boat before the finish line 
is reached knows that he is as surely 
aud as justly beaten as though he lacked 
the skill to take a single stroke. Tbe 
panting runner never thinks to ask his 
ritfal near the goal to wait a raomeut till 
he has recovered breath. 

That tennis is no anomaly is clearly 
shown by rule 20 and the history con- 
nected with its passage. No player is 
allowed auy rest until after the second 
set, when he is entitled to but seven 
minutes, except that “iD case of an an- 
avoidable accident not within the control 
of the contestants, a cessation of play, 
which shall not exceed two miuutes, 
may be allowed between points; but this 
provision shall be strictly construed, and 
the privilege never granted for the 
purpose of allowing a player to recover 
his strength or win.” 

Such being the rule, it should be lived 
up to in justice to both players. If a 
player finds himself growing faint or 
weak or out of breath, let him struggle 
on if possible till the end comes iu glori- 
ous victory or a not inglorious defeat. 
But if this be impossible, let him at ouce 
default, and not seek a hollow victory at 
the gift of his antagonist. 

Nor let it shame that antagonist to win 
thus, more than it does his compeer on 
the water or on the cinder track. The 
only discourtesy is that which would 
make a generous antagonist appear to 
ungenerously refuse a favor, aud which 
seeks to evade a rule knowiugly ac- 
cepted as a standard and meeting out 
but equal justice. * * *

ALDERMAN BOTHFELD POINTS 
ERBORS IN BOSTON PAPERS. 


It is quite a common occurrence now- 
adays to read a paragraph or an account 
of some event relating to Newton in the 
Boston papers of one day aud ou the fol- 
lowing day to get a revised or corrected 
story. One has to give, at least, twenty 
four hours, for revisionary work if the 
facts are of any importance. Concern- 
ing a recent report of Fourth of July 
disturbances, Alderman H. E. Bothfeld 
seut the following communication to a 
Boston paper aud it appeared Tuesday 
morning. * 

Mr. Editor:— 

“As my name has beeu freely used by 
the Boston press iu connection with a 
“riot,” so called, on tho morning of the 
Fourth, permit me to say that the pub- 
lished reports were gross exaggerations, 
inasmuch as absolutely no damage to 
property or person was done, or even at- 
tempted, so far as I know; no eggs or 
stones were thrown; my house was not 
surrounded by either a posse of police or 
a “mob,” and I did not eveu leave my 
room during the short demonstration of 
yelling and hooting, much less appear 
aud attempt to “address the mob.” In 
faot, substantially the whole of the 
seusatiouai reports were fabrications. 

“1 have beeu puzzled to kuow why, 
from among all the members of the city 
government, I was selected for such a 
visitation, and it is only within a few 
days that I have learned the reason. 

“It seems in a recent report in some of 
the Boston papers of the doiugs of the 
board of alderman it was stated that I 
had introduced a resolution whereby all 
noise and demonstration ou the “night 
before the Fourth” was to be prohibited 
until J a. m. 

“I introduced uo such resolution, and 
no such resolution was passed. Abso- 
lutely uo action was taken by the board 
of aldermen. What l did do, and what 
several other aldermen did, was to pre- 
sent sundry petitions from the several 
improvement associations aud other 
social organizations of the city “for some 
actiou to prevent a repetition of the oc- 
currences of last year.” 

“It is the prerogative of the mayor, 
who is at the head of the police force, to 
regulate such matters, without inter- 
vention ou the part of the board of alder- 
men, aud, exorcisiug that prerogative, 
Mayor Feuuo issued the order to which 
these misbehaved young meu objected. 

“Thu'i it would seem that iu veutiug 
their disappointment aud ill-will upou 
me the youug men, who so well acted 
the part of hoodlums, got the “wrong 
muu,” aud were it uot a subject of seri- 
ous import it certaiuly would be, for 
me, a case of “he laughs best who laughs 
last.” 

“The whole trouble is directly trace- 
able to the careless, iuoompeteut aud ir- 
responsible young leporters too ofteu 
employed to gather local uews, aud it is 
au outrage uot only to the individual, 
but to the oommuuitv that such mis 
represeutatious oau be set forth 
“uews.” H. E. Botufkld.

The City Water. 

Newton is more fortunate than sur- 
rounding towns and even Boston, as so 
far no restrictions have been placed on 
the use of city water, and the watez 
board hope to get through the dry 
weather without any trouble, although 
of course there is no water to waste. 

The amount of water pumped daily is 
now 2,300,000 gallons, a greater amount 
than ever before, and the pumps have 
recently been worked eleveu hours daily 
instead of ten. The uew addition to the 
water supply is some of it already avail- 
able, and it will all be by October first. 

The satisfactory supply is largely due 
to the covered filler basiu aud reservoir, 
which has beeu also a greater success 
than was expected iu keeping the water 
pure aud wholesome. 

The street watering carts and the lawn 
sprinklers are used as much as desired, 
aud it is hoped that the supply will con- 
tinue to be adequate for all ueeds- 

The Charles river is lower than ever 
before, uud at Crehore’s mill their well 
baa given out, for the first time iu 70 
years, and they have had to use city 
water the past few days in mixing their 
pulp. 

The Newton Jsr Boston Street Railway 
Compauy have made a contract with T. 
Stuart «V Sou for a deep weft* as the 
brook ou which they depended tor water 
at their power station has given out. 

Bostou’s water supply is so low that 
restrictions h ive b< en placed upon its 
use, aud the same is true of many other 
cities. Some good heavy showers are 
greatly needed io this section. 


Newton Savings Bank. 

The trustees of the Newtou Saviugs 
Bank met ou Tuesday, 17th iust., and de- 
clared the usual semi-anuual divideud at 
rate of four per cent, per annum, after 
carryiug to the guanluty fuud the 
amount required by law. 

The increase in deposits incidental to 
the receut quarter season was about 
$50,000. The large majority of depositors 
were wage earners. Others put their 
mouey in the bank for straight invest- 
ment, not kuowiug what else to do with 
it.

Making Paper Horseshoes. 

(From the New York Herald.) 

When paper horseshoes were first 
introduced into the cavalry service of the 
German array a few years ago they ex- 
cited a good deal of iuterest. Several 
cavalry horses were first shod with the 
pauer shoes and the effect observed. It 
was found that not only did the light- 
ness aud elasticity of the shoe help the 
horse on the march, makiug it possible 
for him to travel taster aud further with- 
out fatigue than horses shod with iron, 
but that the paper shoe had the property 
of beiug unaffected by water aud other 
liquids. These new sheets of paper are 
pressed closely together, one above the 
other, aud rtndered impel vious to 
moisture by the application of oil of 
turpeutine. The sheets are glued to- 
gether by a soil of paste composed of 
turpeutine, wbitiug, gum and liuseed 
oil, and then submitted to a powerful 
hydraulic pressuie. Paper horseshoes 
• are made by griudiug up the paper iuto 
a mass, cmnbiuiug it with turpeutine, 
sand, gum, litharge aud certaiu other 
substauces, pressiug it aud afterward 
dryiug it. But these shoes are less 
tough aud elastic lhau those made of 
thin sheets ot paper laid oue upon 
another. These shoes are fastened to 
the horse’s feet either by means of uails 
or with a kiud of glue made of coal tar 
aud caoutchouc.

Ab, “Queen of 
American Waters, ”ito have known tby 
charms is to have lived; to have missed 
them is a loss not lightly to be borne.

Saratoga, yes, ami Dr. Perry smiling 
and escorting the party to that most 
notable of great hotels, tbe United 
States, one of the largest in tbe world.

The Lead Trust. 

The operations of the white lead trust 
offer another example of the great ueed 
and great benefit to ourselves of high 
tariff. This trust is exporting its pro- 
ducts to Europe and selling them there 
at 3 ceutAapouud; but sheltered here 
behind a tariff of three cents and having 
okoked domestic competition it is able 
to exact from American consumers 
about twice as much per pound. It is 
greatly helped in this discriminating 
agaiust Americans in favor of foreigners 
by the drawback provisions of the Mc- 
Kinley aot. The trust imports crude 
lead ou which the tariff is two cents, and 
when the white lead is sold here tbe 
tariff is of course charged up to the con- 
sumer; but when exported 90 per cent 
of the duty is recovered by the trust 
and so the foreigner gets his lead with- 
out a duty added. And that is the way 
we encourage high prices for ourselves 
aud low prices for Europe.— Springfield 
Republican.

Most all kinds of trailiug honeysuckles 
thrive in the shade so far as growing 
well is concerned; so do trailing roses 
like Wichuraiana nitiduund lucida grow 
in the shade. In dry, somewhat shady 
ravines barberry bushes, sweet fern and 
wax myrtle are at home, and in the bet- 
ter ground mahonia shrub, yellow root 
and evergreen euonymus should thrive. 
Then there are mountain laurel, wild 
rhododendrons, blueberry and upland 
huckleberry bushes, maple leaved vibur- 
num and lots of others. 


Odd Fellows’ Memorial. 

On June 24 the Newton Lodge of Odd 
Fellows and the Tennyson Lodge of Ke- 
bekahs assembled in goodly numbers in 
the UniverRalist church at tho morning 
service. Tho church had been tastefully 
decorated by a committee of Rebekahs, 
and tho visiting friends occupied the 
body of the house. The pastor, Itev. Ira 
A. Priest, who is himself a member of 
the order, took for his toxt, 2 Kings 4,34: 
“And be stretched himself upon the 
child; and the flesh of the child waxed 
warm.” After showing that nothing re- 
sulted when Elisha sent his staff by 
proxy, and that life returned only in an- 
swer to the personal touch of the great 
prophet himself, the couclusion was 
drawn that only life begets life. The 
topic that naturally suggested itself here 
was the touch of life. And then from 
statistics and by illustrations drawn 
from personal experience it was shown 
that Odd Fellows by their active interest, 
heart-felt sympathy and living presence 
had brought light and hope and life and 
seace into many homes where the mem- 
3ers were struggling under the shadow 
of grief and despair. They do visit the 
sick, relieve the distressed, and educate 
the orphan. But their benefactions are 
necessarily confined to the members and 
families of the order. These members 
are selected because of their intelligence 
and integrity. Without this select fold 
dwell the ignorant, the vile aud the vi- 
cious. But they too are bumau and 
most needy. The great fraternities as 
such have no place for them. But there 
is an organization wide as earth and high 
as heaven that hears the bitter cry of the 
unworthy. It was shown that the Church 
of the living God merits all encourage- 
ment that it may more fully visit the for- 
gotteu, relieve the despised and by the 
touch of life save the lost. 


Compulsory Arbitration. 

A Boston lawyer, Samuel J. Elder, 
while unwilling to see compulsory arbi- 
tration adopted generally, says it should 
be brought in to settle these railroad dis- 
putes with labor. Such is the depend- 
ence of the public upon uninterrupted 
transportation facilities, and so far has 
government gone in regulating traffic, 
that in his opinion government would be 
justified in compelling roads and em- 
ployes to submit their disputes to a 
public tribunal and then compelling 
either party to abide by the judgment, 
even to the point of using force. Mr. 
Elder goes on to suggest that railway 
employes should be held up to a contract 
as close as that which binds the crews of 
ships, and he is unable to see why a 
general railway strike should not be 
treated as a case of mutiny as a strike on 
shipboard would be treated. Edward 
Everett Hale’s paper, the Boston Com- 
monwealth, regards these suggestions as 
wise and practical, and it goes on to say: 
“This is not all the case, however. 
There is another side to it; the side of 
the employer. And if the workman is to 
be held to his duty of labor in the 
general interest, the employer must, be 
beld to his duty of fair treatment and no 
oppression.” 


Give us a Rest. 

The American Wool and Cotton Re- 
porter, a Republican paper, undoubted- 
ly represents the general public senti- 
ment wheD it says: 

Unjust and unreasonable ns many fea- 
tures of the new tariff bill now appear, 
the prudent statesman and the leading 
business men of our couutry would 
doubtless say if the bill is enacted, “Give 
the new law a fair test!” There are 
other great questions which the country 
must very soon settle, aDd which the 
party now in power seems not to clearly 
comprehend, so that should the Re- 
publicans succeed in regaining a majori- 
ty iu the next Congress, the popular 
feeling against further tariff legislation 
might be so great that any attempts to 
legislate in that direction would be in- 
definitely delayed. Meanwhile it is wise 
for all business interests directly con- 
cerned in the coming change to adjust 
themselves as rapidly as possible to the 
new scale, hoping to receive from it 
some degree of advantage, some solid 
gain.

CONDITION OF THE CHARLES. 


The condition of the Charles River be- 
tween Waltham and Lower Falls calls 
for the immediate attention of the State 
Board of Health, and of the local boards, 
as it is dangerous to the health of all 
those living along its banks. The water 
has been drawn down by the Waltham 
companies owning to the dam at that 
place, until it is some four or five feet 
lower than usual, and many acres of mud 
flats are exposed, which give out a very 
disagreeable odor. The health of all 
living uear the river cau not fail to be 
seriously affected, and an epidomic of 
malaria is the least of the evils to be ex- 
pected. 

The long drought has lessened the sup- 
ply of water, but there would be no 
trouble were it not drawn off for manu- 
factuiing purposes. The Waltham 
papers say that the Boston Manufactur- 
ing Company is responsible for the low 
*water, and as Waltham is the most seri- 
ously affected in the matter it is 
strange that the board of health of that 
town does not take some action. Wal- 
tham in the vicinity of the Moody street 
bridge and above could rival fhe famous 
smells of the city of Cologne, but judg- 
ing from the gingerly way in which the 
Waltham papers refer to the matter, 
they are afraid to make any very active 
campaign against the company responsi- 
ble for the Duisance. The condition of 
the river above Upper Falls, shows that 
there would be plenty of water, if it was 
not drawn off. and besides the danger to 
the public health, it is a serious injury 
to Auburndale and Waltham. 

The river in summer is the great at- 
traction of those places and a great 
amount of money has been expended by 
the boat clubs and private residents for 
the enjoyment of the river in summer. 
Public parks have been started also, but 
they are shorn of all their attraction by 
the odors from the river, and canoeing 
has become a dangerous pastime. The 
public interests are far greater than 
those of any private company, and the 
latter should not be allowed to eudanger 
the health of the hundreds of residents 
along the banks, and injure the value of 
property. If the local boards of health 
cannot take action, then the state board 
should be appealed to by both Newton 
and Waltham. 


Ilayos and against his old ally is re- 
garded as lacking somewhat of our 
junior Senator’s usual shrewdness, and 
it is not regarded as having much 
beneQtted Mr. Hayes. People in Massa- 
chusetts do not take kindly to the idea 
of being dictated to, and it is hardly 
wise for any man to advertise too openly 
his desire of being considered the 
"boss” of Bay State politics. There are 
rumors also of a movement against the 
selection of Senator Hoar, and a com- 
bination is said to have been already 
made to that end, whioh will bear 
watching. In spite of his rather narrow 
partisanship Senator Hoar is an honest 
man, and that is a good deal more than 
can be said for the Senators from some 
other states. 


In the August number of The Forum, 
there will be three striking articles treat 
ing of the three lecent startling mani- 
festations of crime— the Groat Railroad 
strike and its Causes; the Assassination 
of Carnot; and the Police Revelations in 
New York. Discussions of these sub- 
jects ar« groupod under the general title, 
"The Sentimental Dealiug with Crime 
and its Increase;” and following these is 
a fairly startling review of the recent 
world-wide increase of crime, by Mr. 
Henry Charles Lea, of Philadelphia. 
These make one of the most noteworthy 
groups of strong and timely articles that 
have ever appeared in our periodical 
literature. 


The Franklin Sentinel is trying 
the experiment of publishing a semi- 
weekly edition, but it will meet the fate 
of all other local papers that have had 
such an ambition. It will find that the 
new scheme doubles the expense without 
making any addition to the income. 
There is undoubtedly more fun in the 
semi-weekly, but newspapers have to 
have something more solid than tLat to 
make a living for their proprietors. 


There are all sorts of opinions about 
Uie Newton Boat Club’s action iu oppos- 
ing the desire of the Boston Athletic 
Association for a new bridge across the 
river near the former’s boat house, and 
the Boston Herald gives one view in an 
editorial which will be found in another 
'Column. It may be said, however, that 
whatever are the reasons for the Newtou 
•Club’s actiou, it is hardly euvy of a rival, 
as the Newton Club has all the members 
•.it can accommodate, besides a large wait- 
ing list. The Newton Club has held its 
standard so high that it is considered au 
honor to be a member, while the Boston 
Athletic Association has had an ambition 
•to have as large a membei ship as possi- 
ble. As a home organization tho Newton 
Club ought to be entitled to favorable 
-consideration from Newton people, and 
its motives interpreted from a friendly 
-standpoint, as they probably would be 
•were their position aud tho reasouB 
•therefor better understood. 


There is a good deal of interest taken 
as to the successor of Mr. Randlett as 
assistant chief of the fire department, 
but so far uo candidate has been promi- 
nently mentioned, although there are 
said to be a large number in the field. It 
is very important the new chief should 
have au assistant as thoroughly in 
sympathy with him, as he was with the 
late Chief Bixby. 


The surveyors are busy ou Washing- 
ton street making plans and estimates 
for the widening of the street, and will 
be ready to report when the City Council 
resumes its sessions iu the fall. The 
need for this improvement is au urgent 
one, and it ought not to be much longer 
delayed. 


Brookline is agitating tho layiug oi 
asphalt in its business streets, as the 
-dust and dirt from macadamised streets 
is a great objection to its use iu frout of 
stores and tho cost of keepiug tho streets 
clean is much greater thau where 
asphalt pavemeuts are used. Boston 
also has fouud that asphalt pavemeuts 
are much preferable iu streets that are 
the eeuteis of travel and will probably 
follow ibe example of other cities, 
which loug ago gave up the use of 
macadamized streets iu the heart of a 
■city. It would be a good idea for New- 
ton to consider the question of asphalt- 
iug the streets iu the business section, 
aud a good example cf the superiority of 
such pavemeuts is furnished at the New- 
ton depot, where the yitrd is easily kept 
clean even iu muddy weather, aud the 
dust is easily removed. The extra cost 
would probably be more thau offset by 
the lessened expense for street cleaning 
and repairs. 

State politics are very quiet iu New- 
ton, at present, i^ud there is little evi- 
dence of Huy lively inteiest iu the corn iug 
campaign. The storm center iu the 
state seems to he the Barrett- Hayes con- 
test in the Lynn district, aud the fight 
promises to he a very lively one. 
Senator Lodge's declaration iu favor of 


HOW GRANT BECAME A SMOKER. 

An Incident Tliat Cmwed tin* General to D« 
Overwhelmed With Cigars. 

"My fnthor, ” said Colonel Grant, 
"tried to smoko while at West Point, 
but only because it was against tho reg- 
ulations, and then ho didn’t snccood 
very well at it. Ho really got the habit 
from smoking light cigars and cigarettes 
dnring tho Mexican war, but it wasn’t 
A fixed habit When ho loft the army 
and lived in tho country, ho smokod a 
pipo — not incessantly. I don’t think 
that ho was very fond of tobacco then, 
and really thcro was always a popular 
misconception of tho amount of his 
smoking. But ho went on as a light 
smoker, a casual smoker, until the clay 
of the fall of Fort Douelson. Tlion tho 
gunboats having been worsted some- 
what, and Admiral Footo having been 
wounded, ho sent ashoro for my father 
to como and see him. Father went 
aboard, and tho admiral, as is custom- 
ary, had his cigars passed. My father 
took one and was smoking it when ho 
went ashore. There he was met by n 
staff officer, who told him that there 
was a sortio, aud the right wing had 
been struck ancl smnshed in. Then my 
father started for the scene of opera- 
tions. He let his cigar go out naturally, 
but held it between his fingers. He rode 
hither and yon, giving orders and direc- 
tions, still with the cigar stump in his 
hand. 

"Tho result of his exertions was that 
Fort Donelson fell after he sent his mes- 
sage of ‘unconditional surrender,’ and 
‘I propose to move immediately upon 
your works.’ With tho message was 
sent all over tho country the news that 
Grant was smoking throughout the bat- 
tle when he only had carried this stump 
from Foote’s flagship. But the cigars 
began to come in from all over tho Un- 
ion. Ho had 11,000 cigars on hand in a 
very short time. He gave away all ho 
could, but ho was so surrounded with 
cigars that he got to smoking them reg- 
ularly, but be never smoked as much as 
he seemed to smoke. Ho would light a 
cigar after breakfast aud let it go out, 
and then light it again, and then again 
let it go out and light it, so that tho 
one cigar would last until lunchtime.”

Fifty Feet of Rainfall Annually. 

There is always more or less guess- 
work concerning the amount of rain that 
falls during any storm period. Through- 
out the United States the amount that 
falls on any one day rarely exceeds one 
inch. There are certain portious of the 
globe, howeviF, that are frequently, and 
others only occasionally, deluged with 
water. On the southern slopes of the 
Himuluyu mountains, at an ultitude of 
4,500 feet, 010 inches of rainfall have 
been registered in a single year, of 
which amount 147 inches (13 feet 8 
inches) fell in the mouth of June. At a 
meteorological station in latitude 18 
degrees, near the western boundary of 
Hindustan, the average rainfall for the 
15 years ending with 1898 was 354 
inches. In the northwestern part of Eng- 
land, at an altitude of 1,800 feet, the 
average annual rainfall is 140 inches, 
111 inches in excess of the mean for St. 
Louis, which is but 87 inches and u 
fraction. 

The wonderful record given above is 
still more phenomenal when we con- 
sider the fact that all the moisture the 
atmosphere is eupable of holding at any 
one time would cover tho entire surface 
of the globe to a depth of less than four 
inches should it all bo instantly precipi- 
tated. — St. Louis Republic.

A PIONEER SKETCH. 

A TOUCHING TALE OF A BURIAL IN 
THE WILDERNESS. 

The Lonely (imvc of Little ItutH. Whirl 
Wm Cored For l»y Some Kindly Hnnd 
For Tliirty-flve Year* -A Mother's Awful 
Grief Almost Alone In the Forest, 

In tho year 1829 a steady stream cl 
immigration was flowing into the terri- 
tory of Michigan. The ever restless poo- 
pi.) of the east had heard wonderful sto- 
ries of the abundance uf game and great 
fertility of soil to be found in tho new 
territory, and the sturdy, adventure- 
some farmers of rocky Now England 
wero pushing their way westward, with 
the hope of finding tho El Dorado of 
their dreams. 

Detroit, at this time, was a sight to 
behold. Its streets were thronged with 
the covered wagons of the immigrants. 
Hunters und Indians, half breeds and 
spldierswero mingled in a chaotio mass. 

Among tho great throng of home seek- 
ers that left Detroit on the 2d day of 
May, 1829, were James Harris, his wife 
and year old baby. Young Harris had 
put all of his earthly possessions into a 
jovered wagon, and bidding goodby to 
friends and relatives had joined that 
endless stream of homo seekers that were 
poshing their way into the wilderness 
of Michigan, hoping by their energy 
and perseverance to build np a home for 
themselves and an inheritance for their 
children. 

The road westward from Detroit fol- 
lowed an old Indian trail, and by con- 
stant travel the mud had becomo so 
deep that it was almost impassable. 
Many of the pioneers left the old road 
and struck off into the wilderness, mak- 
ing roads for themselves. 

Among this number was James Har 
ris, and all went well for a few days 
After camping ono night the wind sud- 
denly shifted to the northwest, and a cold 
rain set in. This was the eighth day 
after leaving Detroit. The company that 
they had begun their journey with had 
gradually dropped off, and for two days 
they had traveled alone, alone in the 
great wilderness, unprotected save what 
protection the canvas covered wagons 
gave them. Was it any wonder that ns 
they listened to the howl of the wolf 
and the hoot of tho owl they became a 
little homesick? Harris had made a 
great fire of dry brush, and while it was 
burning brightly tho family had gone 
to sleep. From this sleep the young 
mother was aroused by a sharp, hoarse 
cough from her baby. She immediately 
awoke her husband, fresh fuel was 
thrown on the fire, and as it blazed up 
the young mother peered anxiously into 
the face of baby Ruth. One glance at 
the little drawn face resting on her arm, 
and the mother knew that the baby had 
that dread disease, the croup. Every- 
thing was done for the little sufferer 
that the distracted parents conld do. 
They were young and inexperienced, 
and all night long they fought for tho 
life of their little one, hut all in vain. 
Just as tho first glimmer of light ap- 
peared in the east the spirit of baby 
Ruth took its flight. The young mother, 
wild with grief, pressed the form of her 
darling to her breast, moaning and say- 
ing over and over again, “Baby is 
dead!” She refused to let her husband 
take the little ouo from her. Sho would 
never give it up; no, never! All that day 
they remained in camp. Toward evening 
the wife became calmer, and standing 
near the wi^on with the babe in her 
arms she saw her husband dig the little 
grave, and when it was finished a rude 
box was made, and she tenderly laid her 
baby to rest, with her own hands plac- 
ing it in the grave, and as the dirt rat- 
tled down on the lid she fell senseless 
into her husband’s arms. 

After filling tho gravo the young fa- 
ther took two little sprouts of Lombardy 
poplar that he had in the wagon, set- 
ting one at each end of the grave, and 
cutting tho words “Baby Ruth” on a 
piece of hoard he placed it at tho head 
of the little mount!, and then they re- 
sumed their journey. Years passed, and 
a road was laid near tho spot. The pop- 
lars grew and became a living monu- 
ment. Tho piece of board that had told 
the little one’s name was annually re- 
placed by some kind lmiul. 

Time passed quickly, and May 10 
had come and gouo 85 times since baby 
Ruth was laid to rest in the wilder- 
ness; the poplars had grown to be 
trees and stood in a cleared field near 
the roadside; tho surrounding forest had 
long since disappeared. A board was 
uuiled to the trees with the words “Ba- 
by Ruth” painted unit. A carriage was 
passing by when the driver, an elderly 
man, glanced toward tho trees and saw 
the inscription. He looked at the trees 
and at the sign, hitched his horse, made 
inquiry of a farmer near by as to the 
meaning of the sign and was told that 
when he came to the country ho found 
the little grave marked with a rude 
board, and that he had spared tho trees 
and nailed up a new board. His inform- 
ant wondered at the emotion of tho 
stranger, who staid with him overnight, 
but his wonder ceased when he was told 
the story of baby Ruth as I havo written 
it. The wife and mother had died some 
two years before. Other children had 
come to bless her, but she never forgot 
her firstborn and tho little grave in the 
wilderness. A beautiful monument now 
marks the spot where sleeps baby Ruth. 
— Van Bureu County Republican. 

A Year'ii Work of the l’asteur Institute. 

The annals of tho Pasteur institute 
for tho year 1898 have just been pub 
lished. They show that last year 1,648 
persons were treated for hydrophobiu, 
and that only six of them died of tliut 
disease. < if tho number mentioned, there 
were 1,470 French people and 178 for- 
eigners. Among the foreigners wero 48 
Spaniards, 85 Greeks, 28 English, 22 
Belgians, 18 Egyptians, 14 British sub- 
jects from Indiu, 9 'Swiss, 9 Dutch and 
6 Portuguese. Since M. Pasteur com- 
menced to practice his inoculations 
against hydrophobia 1 4, 480 persons huve 
been treated by his method, and 72 have 
died of the disease. — London Standard.

This is writteu by 
a lady whose family is of our renl 
Colonial noblesse, ami who is prominent 
in these patriotic circles. 

Private Fortunes and Public Want. 

[From Donalioe’a MagaxIne.J 

In this countty today there is one ( 
American family whose private fortunes 
amount to $274,000,000, or considerably 
more than one-half the valuation of the 
great state of Iowa. There are five citi- 
zens whose fortunes average $60/100, 000 
each; 50 with $10,000,000; 100 with 

5.000. 000; 200 with $3,000,000, and there 
are millionaires almost without number. 
Less than 2000 persons own twice as 
much as all the money in the country, to 
say nothing of the many millions more 
that they control. Two thousand capi- 
talists already own more than all the 
rest of our 65,000,000 of population. 

With these on one side of them, and a 
million idle men looking for work on the 
other, what, has Congress been doing? It 
has been dickering and trading over a 
mere question of taxition, in the midst 
of a scramble of selfish men for the 
loaves and fishes. 

So much for the great question of 
equitable distribution. Mr. Vanderbilt 
“owns” 2,000,000 acres of land. Mr. 
Disstou of Pennsylvania boasts of his 

4.000. 000 broad acres. The Schenley 
estate owns 2000 acres within the cities 
of Pittsburg and Allegheny. The Cali- 
fornia millionaire, Murphy, owns an 
area of laud bigger thau the whole state 
of Massachusetts. Foreign noblemen, 
who owe no allegiance to this country, 
are permanently absentee landlords, and 
spend all their money abroad, own 

21.000. 000 acres of land in this country, 
or more than the entire area of Ireland. 
Lord Scully of Ireland owns 90,000 acres 
of farming land iD Illinois, which he 
rents out in small parcels to tenant farm- 
ers and pockets his annual $200,000 in 
rents to spend abroad. 

Now, while over one-half the people of 
this couutry are landless, what has Con- 
gress ever done with the land question? 
Since 1861 it has giveu 181,000,000 acres 
of the people’s land to railroads, of 
which the Illinois Central alone got a 
subsidy of 2,500,000 acres, a good part of 
which has been put into house lots, 
whereby to extort rent and profits from 
the landless aod houseless. 


Is it Jealous?

The action of the Newton Boat Club in 
seeking to prevent the Boston Athletic 
Association from obtaining access, by 
means of a bridge, to its new grounds on 
the' farther side of the Charles river, 
seems to be au instance of sharp prac- 
tice calling for a rebuke. By having the 
city of Newton take for park purposes 
the strip of land ueeded for the entrance 
to tho bridge which the athletic associa- 
tion proposed to build, it is understood 
that the intended construction will be 
prevented, in this way seriously impair- 
ing the usefulness of the land and build- 
iogs of the association. The Boston 
Athletic Association has in contempla- 
tion the construction of a suburbau 
auuex on the banks of the Charles river 
uear Riverside, which would give enjoy- 
ment and healthful recreation to thou- 
sands of persons, and it is certainly to 
be regretted that by what would seem to 
be a species of jealousy of another or- 
ganization, whose interests can be in no 
way jeopardized by the proposed im- 
provements, should stand in the way of 
a realization of the contemplated plan. 
It would also be a matter for regret if 
the city government of Newton should 
leud itself to this dog-in-the-manger 
policy. 

Newton’s Dnves.

I recently told of the drive through 
pretty places about Boston taken by the 
confectioners while they were holding 
convention in this city, and a Newton 
Upper Falls resident writes this comment 
and suggestion: “I have taken a great 
many drives through tho suburbs of Bos- 
ton, acd I agree with you that the route 
taken by the confectiouers is hard to 
beat, but I think that a visit to Echo 
Bridge will more than repay for the extra 
time and distance, which is very little. 
The natural and picturesque scenery in 
the vicinity of Echo Bridge is not ap- 
preciated and not as well known as it 
should be by the people of Boston and 
suburbs. A pleasant trip can be taken 
by eleetric cars from Boston via Mt. 
Auburn and Watertown aud Newtonville 
to Upper Falls. 

“I situ add au improvement to the 
route of the confectioners’ drive, and one 
that will prove of interest to everyoue: 
After leaving Waban station take Wood- 
ward street to Chestnut street, to Boyl- 
s ton street, to Ellis street, to Echo Bridge, 
Ellia street to Postoflice square, Upper 
Falls, Winter street to High, High street 
to Boylston, then Boylston to Hammond 
and so on to Boston. 


Death of Rev. Jonathan Edwards. 

Rev. Jonathan Edwards, 74, pastor of 
the Congregational church at Wellesley 
Hills, died Monday suddeuly of heart 
disease. Mr. Edwards was of the old 
New England Edwards family. He was 
the sou of Rev. Dr. Justin Edwards, the 
early president of the Andover theologi- 
cal seminary. He was born at Andover, 
July 17, 1820, atteuded Phillips academy 
aud was graduated from Yale in the 
class of 1840. He studied theology at 
the seminaries at New Haveu and Au- 
dover, was ordaiued in 1848, aud became 
pastor of the First Congregational 
church of Woburn. Mr. Edwards was 
the lirst pastor of Plymouth churoh of 
Rochester, N. Y., and afterwards pastor 
of the Congregational church iu Ded- 
ham. Ou acoouut of ill-health, early in 
the seventies, he went to Colorado 
Springs, and while there he accepted the 
lirst presidency of Colorado college, 
which was being organized at that time. 
He resigned iu 1874, and came to Welles- 
ley Hills. He was a scholarly aud re- 
tiued gentleman of the old school, aud 
was revered by the whole community.

With the accompaniment of all the 
“boom” and roar of the characteristic 
American enthusiasm, I suppose my 
friends at home have been most glorious- 
ly celebrating the day which commemo- 
rates the birth of our nation, littlo think- 
ing, perhaps, that far away under the 
rays of tho “Midnight Sun” a few per- 
sons, also full of all the vim and patriot- 
ism of American citizens, have likewise 
done their best to salute the memory of 
those deeds, tho voice of which as they 
rang forth from the interior of Indepen- 
dence Hall in ’70 to the time of the now 
“old” Liberty Bell, have never and will 
never be forgotten. 

I am on board the steamship “Mira,” 
sailing for the North Cape, and about 
0.30 p. m. on the night of tho 8rd we 
crossed the Arctic circle oft tho island of 
Hestmando, and a few hours later at 
exactly midnight, the glorious emblem 
of our country, “the stars and stripes,” 
were run to tho mast head, the cannon 
pealed forth in salute to our national 
colors, and the happy Americans on 
board gave veut in three rousing cheers. 

No one can realize with what delight 
this sight was witnessed; no one could 
look upon the smiling faceB on deck 
wilhout feeliug the loving regard with 
which every American gazed on that 
which best brought to mind the smiling 
faces of those at home, and no one could 
say that America and America’s greatest 
day was forgotten. 

Fireworks? No. But as one stood on 
deck with the glowing rays from the 
“Sun of Midnight” shining through a 
thin veil of clouds before you, throwing 
the light of day upon all the northern 
world, and forming a panorama such as 
is rarely, if ever, one’s opportunity to 
witness, judgment may be made of bow 
useless any explosive was ,and not even 
those magnificent (?) “falls of Niagara,” 
and all the other famous set pieces so in- 
variably witnessed on Crystal Lake as a 
close to the day’s celebration, would 
serve to distract the observer for one mo- 
ment from tho beauty, rareness and mag- 
nitude of the scene before him. 

But we were not content to let nature 
do all towards our celebration, aud,, 
the twenty-fours of light during the day 
granted us, one has abundant time to 
form plans and see to carrying them out. 
and there is no such urgent necessity of 
“doing tomorrow what should be done 
today,” unless one is unduly pressed for 
time. 

, During the course of the morning, 
money was easily raised, the champagne 
purchased, the chairman and speaker 
chosen, the captain was prepared, and all 
sat down to dinner. Towards the close 
of the meal, the chairman, Mr. Lee of 
Buffalo, N. Y., arose, and in a few words 
callod the assembled nationalities to 
order, charmingly introduced the sub- 
ject, proposed a toast, (unanimously re- 
sponded to), to the success and prosperi- 
ty of the U. S. of America, and present- 
ed the speaker, Mr. John Steveus of 
Philadelphia, Pa. 

On board are represented at least eight 
nations, and the interest and close atten- 
tion which everyone paid Mr. Stevens, 
(though many could only understand a 
word here and there, and some even none 
at all), as he delivered his short hut elo- 
quent address, was the best of compli- 
ments and criticisms which one could 
pay, not only to the one who so kindly 
consented to represent his country, but 
to the country as well. 

Mr. Steveus spoke briefly of America' 
prosperity (of her spendthrift ways how- 
ever), and of the acknowledged place 
which, as a new nation, she was gradual- 
ly and surely gaining throughout the 
whole world. Of American authors 
placed by tho side of those houored by 
European nations; of Amerioau archi- 
tects consulted iu the erection of the 
more modern structures; of Ameiican 
engineers on plans or practibllity and 
mech «nical skill. 

Of course it was an “Ameiican”spe«-ch, 
thore is no doubt about that, hut wheu 
Mr. Stevens took his seat be was loudly 
■applauded, and at the cl >se of the 
little affair congratulations poured in not 
only from Frenchmen, RtissUns, Austri- 
ans, Germ ms, Spaniards, Italians, etc., 
but from E-iglisbmeu as well. 

Finally our Norwegian captain said a 
few words, and iu closing proposed an- 
other toast to the long life of the Ameri- 
can people and their republic, ami with 
three rousing cheers the celebration was 
over. 

Now surely it was no “great affair.” 
but it goes to show that wherever a ship 
sails and a flag is floated, there is always 
a true-hearted love and admiration felt 
for the American nation and its emblem, 
and one may well be proud of a oouutry 
ho universally respected.

Toe Messrs. Allen are famous as edu- 
cators tbe couutry over aud the influ- 
ences surrounding the school are of the 
best, many men of prominence having 
been educated (here and testifying that 
their imlebtedues to the school could not 
he overstated, as there they received the 
upward influences which helped to muke 
them what they are. 


The Professional Horse Dealer. 

Mr. H. C. Merwin, in his paper, Pro- 
fessional Horsemen, in the August At- 
lantic, thus sketches tbe hotso dealer;— 
The horse dealer has the imperious- 
ness of one accustomed to subdue power- 
ful animals; be has, ns a rule, tbe good 
bumor of one who leads a healthy out- 
door life: but, with reluctance be it said, 
these excellent qualities are as nothing 
compared with tbe oraft and subtlety, 
itli the mists of fabrication and im- 
posture, by which be is enveloped. As 
to tbe future state of the horse dealer, I 
fear that there can be nothing problem- 
atic about it, unloss indeed Providence 
has arrauged for him a special dispensa- 
tion. Certainly there is this to bo said 
in extenuation of his crimes: to sell a 
horse without lying and cheating is next 
door to impossible, and tbeiefore lying 
and cheating are, in some sense, forced 
upon the horse dealer. We might even 
regard him, not altogether without rea- 
son, as a great public benefactor, as a 
martyr who sacrifices his owu moral 
character for tbe good of the community. 
He is all that stands between us and the 
decay of a noble industry. We must 
have horses for use iu our busiuess aud 
in our pleasures: in general, it is im- 
possible to raise them for ourselves; in 
general, also, we should never buy a 
horse if we knew tbe whole truth about 
him: and therefore, as I say, the falsity 
of the “jock” is a necessary link in tbe 
great chain of human activities. 

I am led to believe that the dealers 
themselves, wheu they reason about tbe 
subject at all,— which is but seldom,— 
take precisely the view here stated. 
They recognize, in a far-off way, the 
beauty of veracity, but they regard it as 
something to be expeoted only of saints 
and heroes. To tbe horse dealor honesty 
is a “counsel of perfection,” just as 
celibacy aud poverty are counsels of per- 
fection to the layman who, having no 
vocation to be a monk, has married a 
wife and is endeavoring to aoquire 
property. Occasionally, when a dealer 
does happen to be absolutely honest, he 
is looked upon by his fellows with a 
strange mixture of contempt and ad- 
miration. “How is So-and So gectiug 
along?” I inquired of an ordiuary dealer 
in reference to oue of real integrity. 
“Not very well,” was tbe reply. “But 
be is a good mau and a good horseman,” 
I said. “Oh ye-es, ye-es; but tbe fact is, 
George is too honest, — he can’t sell n 
horse.” 

I have sometimes thought — though I 
suppose the scheme is too repugnaut to 
American ideas ever to be carried out— 
that there ought to be a caste of horse 
dealers, marked off like pariahs or like 
the Egyptian uarasohistes from the rest 
of tbe community. Suoh a caste could 
be formed from telous of the better edu- 
cated sort. Thus, embezzlers, burglars, 
forgers, bank cashiers, trustees, and tho 
like, after a short term of imprisonment, 
might be licensed by the state to set up 
as horse dealers,— the occupation being 
at the same time forbidden to allpersous 
unconvicted of crime. This would carry 
out exactly the fundamental idea of caste 
which has thus been stated by a high 
authority: “Caste rests upon the 

religious idea of an indelible staiu rest- 
ing on certain meu, and the social idea of 
certain functions being committed to 
certain classes.” However, I merely 
throw this out as a passing suggestion.

Oue of the most beautiful and prac- 
tical of the charities of Boston is that of 

Rides for Invalids,” which has been so 
successfully carried on by the Boston 
Young Men’s Christian Union for the 
past twenty years, — a branch of charity 
undertaken only by the Christiau Union, 
and by which the sick and invalid poor 
of Bostou are given carriage rides in the 
suburbs during the summer, uud at all 
other times during the year when the 
weather will permit.

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SCENERY COMPARED. 

THE MAIN DIFFERENCES BETWEEN 
ENGLISH AND AMERICAN. 


The One In Everywhere AflVrteil by Man 
and Art — The Other In Primeval and Vlr- 
|ln-Lnxurjr May Bnit English Scenery, 
bnt Not So With Un. 

Having lately visited England after a 
long absence, my mind sinco my return 
has been bnsy with tho subject of the re- 
lations between our scenery and that of 
tho old world. I visited a dull part of 
Hampshire. On leaving tho house where 
I was staying it was necessary to get 
up to an enrly breakfast to catch a train. 
Two young soldiers, very plensant nnd 
friendly fellows, who went nway at tho 
same time, wero in the cab with me. 
Reference was made to tho scenery, and 
one of them, who had been in America, 
said, “You Americans may not always 
Bay you admire England, but in your 
hearts you know there is nothing like 
it. “ I looked out of the cab window at 
the flat and very rolled out landscape, 
out up into squares and plots by iron 
fences, wllich, however, with its sparse 
oaks standing hero and there, was mpt 
without a classic grace, and thought of 
tho fresh and magic outlines of the Vir- 
ginia mountains. But the hour was 
much too early and too drowsy to allow 
of any expression of dissent It is an 
old question, that between tho scenery 
of the two worlds. It is simple enough, 
however, with an obvious answer. Hero 
it is primeval and virgin nature; there, 
nature affected by man and art. 

Tho difference between European and 
American trees and woodlands is sig- 
nificant of this. Early in September an 
acquaintance took me to look at a re- 
markable oak on his place in Essex, 
which he said had been thought by some 
persons to be a relic of the ancient Brit- 
ish forest. This oak, which was not very 
high, threw its powerful arms straight 
out in all directions over a wide space 
of ground. Certainly such a tree could 
not have stood in an aboriginal forest. 
There would not have been sufficient 
sun to produce so great an amount of 
leafage, and there would have been no 
room for such a vast lateral extension. 

It so happened that only a few months 
before, in June perhaps, I had seen in 
Tennessee a good deal of a forest which 
was almost virgin. The trees went 
straight upward to a great height, the 
boles being clean of branches a long 
distance from the ground, and the leaf- 
age scant, except at the top, where it re- 
ceived the sun. I rode into the middle 
of this forest. The trees were often so 
close together that it would have been 
hard for a horse to go between them, 
and my horse followed the bed of a 
Btream which was so shallow that it 
scarcely more than wet his fetlocks, the 
rhododendrons being very thick on each 
sido of me. Halting in the midst of the 
level floor of the forest, it was an im- 
pressive scene which I found. The pale, 
lofty trunks stood everywhere parallel, 
and with a stately decorum and regular- 
ity, except where, half way up the ad- 
jacent mountain side, some tumbling 
trees, leaning at angles against their 
surrounding fellows, which had arrest- 
ed them in falling, varied the universal 
propriety with a noble confusion, the 
gray trunks looking like mighty fallen 
pillars of a ruined temple. 

It is true that our scenery is not very 
rich in its associations of human history. 
This source of interest we have hero 
only to a slight degree. But the land- 
scape has its own history. Is it not well 
to consider that history? Is not scenery 
made more impressive by the study of 
those sublime changes which have pre- 
pared tho world which we see, and may 
not the disclosures of men of science, so 
far as the unlearned are capable of com- 
prehending them, be brought to the serv- 
ice of tho sense of natural beauty? 

Another contrast there may be in the 
scenery of the two lands. There is this 
to bo said of English scenery — it is suit- 
able to the luxury nnd comfort of Eng- 
lish country life. It is appropriate to 
tho English fleshpots. There are plenty 
of country houses throughout England 
in which material comforts are of tho 
best, and which nt certain seasons con- 
tain much agreenble company of both 
sexes. I had some experience of such a 
house in Surrey. The library was excel- 
lent. For a wonder the weather was 
good, tho ephemeral British sunshine 
remaining all day on the southern walls 
and really lavish among those flowers 
of tho garden you do not know by name. 
Easily detained by such an existence, 
you are not inclined to anything more 
active than some kind of pleasant read- 
ing and are likely to lose your place at 
that, wliilo your gaze rests upon the 
hills to the west. To such a life and 
such a state of mind tho vague, soft as- 
pect of the Surrey hills was most suita- 
ble— two impalpable ranges of hills, al- 
luring to tho eyes. Essences they seem- 
ed rather thuu substance or matter, 
and unreal, save in their gentle emer- 
ald coloring. And they wore always ly- 
ing there, quivering as in a dream — a 
mirage which did not go away. 

If there is an agreement between lux- 
ury and English scenery, my sentiment 
is that, on the contrary, luxury does not 
suit our scenery. An iron foundry, 
strange to suy, does no harm. A forge, 
a factory by the sido of u pond filled 
with water lilies — I have now in mind 
tho Now England landscape— these are 
not unsuitable. But a line house in 
some wuy is, and my senso of incongru- 
ity extends as well to those mansions 
which u friend describes as Queen Anne 
in tho frout and Mary Ann in the rear. 
Architecture, both private and public, 
should be such as is suited to the locul 
requirements and history. A white spire, 
for instance, marking such a church us 
Now England farmers have built for 
generations, what an eloquent object in 
a wide uud undulutiug view! — E. 8. 
Nadal in Century.

MENTAL IMAGES. 

Material rirtnre* rnnteinpnrnncnn* With 
Thought lin|irrNN<-(l l' poll I In* llraln. 

“A man conversing in earnest,” says 
Emersou in his essay on “Nature,” “if 
he Watch his intellectual processes, will 
find that a material image, more or less 
luminous, arises in his mind contempo- 
raneous with every thonght, which fur- 
nishes the vestment of tho thonght” 

This power of forming mental images 
nppenrs to vary in strength among indi- 
viduals to a considerable degree. Natu- 
rally wo should expect to find it power- 
ful in poets and artists. Charles Dick- 
ens has himself told us that ho actnnlly 
“saw” his creations as he wrote, and M. 
Taine mentions a painter who only look- 
ed at an object while he sketched its 
outline and was able to fill in tho colors 
tom the image of it in his mind. On 
Clio other hand, there aro people of equal 
intelligence who, being unnble to see 
such mental imnges themselves, have 
doubted their existence, and Mr. Fran- 
cis Qalton lias shown that habitH of ab- 
stract thonght, such ns men of science 
and philosophers indulge in, aro apt to 
weaken tho capacity of forming mental 
pictures. 

Mr. Kirkpatrick of Winona, Minn., 
an experimental psychologist, has mnde 
a series of observations on this phenom- 
enon with the help of his classes. The 
scholars were asked to write down just 
what camo into their minds when cer- 
tain familiar words, such as “book,” 
“tree,” “church,” were called out, and 
the nnswers *vere carefully investigated. 
Ho found that the majority of tho stu- 
dents formed distinct images of the ob- 
jects corresponding to tho words, and 
tho rest formed indistinct images, with 
a few exceptions, who seem to have in- 
dulged iu philosophical abstractions. 
The word “book,” for example, called 
up visions of a Bible, a dictionary, a 
novel, in all but a few scholars, who 
thonght of “food for the mind” or “the 
thoughts of some person.” Tho word 
“tree” was represented by some kind of 
tree, more especially the illustrious cher- 
ry tree which George Washington ent 
down. The word “clmrch” usually 
evoked a picture of some church in the 
vicinity, but. some of the hearers thought 
of a “religious organization. ” It is ev- 
ident from his results that most people 
aro “visualizers” in thinking, while a 
few are “nouvisualizers. ” The tenden- 
cy to form distinct images was very 
conspicuous among the female students, 
and in both sexes it reaches an abnor- 
mal development about the ages of 14 
and 15, or during the period of adoles- 
cence, which, it has been otherwise ob- 
served, is also one of exceptional good 
health and rapid growth. The tendency 
is further checked or fostered by the oc- 
cupations in life. — Cassell’s Magazine. 


The Clock Winding Snake. 

In Persia there is a kind of snake 
•which is known to the natives as the 
clock winding snake. It derives its 
name from a peculiar buzzing noise 
which it makes that resembles the wind- 
ing of a clock. These snakes are per- 
fectly harmless and frequently glide in 
and ont of the houses, no attention be- 
ing paid to them by the natives. Dur- 
ing a visit there several years ago I 
was attracted one morning by an unu- 
sual twittering of birds, and on looking 
up saw about 20 spiuTows on the top 
of a wall, all jumping nbout in an ex- 
cited manner. 

At first I was at a loss to understand 
the cause of such a commotion, but 
presently I heard the peculiar buzzing 
of the clock winding snake and in a 
minute perceived tho reptile crawling 
along the wall, making directly for tho 
birds, which appeared to be fascinated 
and mudo no attempt to fly away. The 
snake glided in among the birds, and 
choosing ono to his liking deliberately 
seized it iu his month and swallowed 
it. I picked up a stick, and .after kill- 
ing the snake cut him open nnd extract- 
ed the sparrow. After about 10 min- 
utes’ exposure to the sun the bird got 
up, and in a few minutes more flew 
away apparently unhurt. — St. Louis 
Globe-Democrat. 


ltottplicry'H Foresight. 

The foresight Lord Rosebery display- 
ed in arranging his matrimonial plans 
is illustrated in the following anecdote: 
Shortly after he had returned from his 
continental tour ho was ono of a house 
party at Meutmore, at lordly pleasuro 
house which Baron Meyer Rothschild 
had built for himself in Buckingham- 
shire. One evening, ait dinner, the con- 
versation turned on the exquisite deco- 
rations of the mom. Lord Rosebery’s

Land Deal At Wellesley Hill. 

Arrangements have been made for de- 
veloping a large tract of land in Welles- 
ley Hills owned by the Judge Abbott 
estate, and containing some 200 acres. 
Carter, Peabody A Co., were the brokers 
in the purchase made, and have charge 
of the land. 

For a number of years the estate of the 
late Judge Abbott has owned a large 
parcel of pasture and woodland lying 
east of Forest street, and a short dis- 
tance south from Washington street, 
opposite the railway station. It has re- 
cently purchased 11 ncres more, the 
Standard and Fiske properties, situated 
between the Abbott land and Stanwood 
street. 

The whole is about to be developed on 

f dans by Aspinwall <k Lincoln, The 
arpe house now standing across the end 
of Stanwood street is to he moved to 
one side, and that way extended at a 
widlh of 50 feet through the Abbott 
estate, other streets leading from it and 
from Foiest slreet beiDg laid out. On 
the east, is a private way called Maple 
place, ou the corner of which and Wash- 
ington street is the new Wellesley High 
school. The Wellesley club has a bond 
for a large lot ou this place, and adjoin- 
ing the land to he laid out. 

This development opnna up a pleasant 
territory close to the centre of the vil- 
lage, and sloping gently toward the 
south, the highest point being rocky and 
picturesque and prettily wooded. The 
lots will contain from 10,000 to 23,000 feet 
each. The owners will probably build 
several houses at once.

The Waltham News thinks it is 
absurd for the Graphic to intimate that 
“disease is imminent because of the low 
state of the river” and also asserts that 
“there are no festering mud banks ex- 
posed to the action of the sun.” We are 
willing to grant that the News really be- 
lieves this statement, but the writer 
ought really to take a little stroll alone 
the Charles, he would not have to go far 
even in Waltham, to find plenty of mud 
banks exposed to the sun, and giving off 
an odor that is very unpleasant, to say 
the least. If he had walked over the 
Moody street bridge in Waltham, last 
week, he could have smelled the odors, 
if he has a nose. He says that there are 
no decayed fish, but no one has asserted 
that there was, but the mud that is ex- 
posed, composed of deposits of the filth 
that has come down the river, are even 
more dangerous to health than decayed 
fish would be and much more offensive 
to the smell. The B, M. Co. may have 
paid for their water rights, as the News 
asserts, and before the banks of the 
river were built upon, there was no 
danger in their diawing off all the water 
they desired, but for a manufacturing 
company to make a nuisance dangerous 
to health along several miles of a river, 
in a thickly settled community, is some- 
thing that should not be permitted in 
those enlightened days. The people 
owning property along the banks have 
rights that are as sacred as those of any 
corporation, and when the river is con- 
verted into a nuisance their property is 
seriously damaged. Waltham may pre- 
tend it likes the smell out of regard for 
the corporation responsible for it, but 
Newton people do not like to be driven 
from their homes every summer merely 
because a Waltham corporation wants to 
save a few dollars. If there is no other 
way of reaching the trouble, the banks 
of the river ought to be placed by law 
under the control of the state board of 
health. 

The National Seuate has been the 
central point of interest, this week, and 
Senators have furnished plenty of sensa- 
tions. Senator Gorman’s angry attack 
on the President, Senator Hill’s hand- 
some defence of him, Seu «tor Caffery’s 
( >f Louisiana) statement that (he sugar 
plantations, judging from Seuators' 
actions, were chiefly in Maryland, New 
Jersey and Ohio, all showed how the 
Senate bill was made up, and how the 
trusts have manipulated m titers, and 
how openly their representatives do their 
bidding. But as lo g as great fortunes 
can be made out of tan IT legislation such 
scandals must be expected. As long as 
a small % duty will put millions yearly iuto 
the pockets of a trust, the corporations 
will see that men are elected to look out 
for their interests, or they will buy up 
the men who are already elected, and it 
makes little difference by which party 
name a senator calls himself. The 
scandals of the present session ought to 
drive such men as Gorman, McPherson 
and Brice out of public life, hut it the 
men have only made money euough for 
themselves or the interests they repre- 
sent, they will have little trouble iu be 
ing re-elected judging from past history. 

The Bostou correspoudeut of the 
Spnugtield Republican, who knows what 
is plauued on the inside in politics, says 
that “the house of Draper, which has 
flourished like a greeu bay tree since it 
eutered politics with its exhaustive 
methods,” seeks still further exaltation, 
and hopes to be represented in the 
United States Senate. The talk of the 
badness of Senator Hoar’s eyesight, and 
of the necessity of choosing a new man 
to succeed him, with the mentioning of 
such names as Ureeubalge, Haile, Long 
and so ou, are merely feelers put forth 
by the politicians who have already 
in ule up the slate, for which the people 
will he allowed to vote later ou. Senator 
Lodge, it is said, would like the honor 
of being Seuior Senator, and theu the 
firm of Lodge Jc Draper would have 
complete control of the party in the old 
Bay State. Whether this is oue of the 
warm weather rumors, or pretty serious 
fact will be realed iu due time, but the 
prize is a tempting one, and this is the 
day of the political hustler, who general- 
ly carries oil the honors. As things go 
in other states, Geu Draper has all the 
qualifications necessary for a seat iu our 
House of Lords, as he is several times a 
millionaire. 

The Waltham Free Press says tha 
the Bostou Mauufaoluriug Co. which 
owns the water rights ou the river, hud 
reduced its tukiug of water to a mini- 
mum, owing to the hint of the Waltham 


papers. But judging from the low water j 
of last weok, the compauy only took such 
action when it was forced to do so, as 
there was only water enough in the 
river for the “minimum.” The State 
Board of Health has been appealed to by 
boating men and by residents along the 
river, and members of the board were 
given a chance to take in the foul smells 
from the exposed mud flats, last week, 
and perhaps their presence may have 
also had something to do with the action 
of the compauy. The trouble is worse 
this year, of oourse, than usual, owing 
to the drouth, but every year there are 
the same complaints in regard to low 
water and foul smells, owing to the 
water being drawn off by this company. 
They may make a saving of a few 
dollars, by usiug this water, but the loss 
to both Newton and Waltham is a hun- 
dred times greater, in having what 
should be their most attractive summer 
feature, turned every year into a long 
drawn out malarious mudbole. All the 
money that has been aud is to be ex- 
pended, in beautifying the river banks, 
will be wasted if something is not done 
to have this nuisance abated. 


The New York Journal of Com- 
merce tells the Massachusetts courts 
that they ought to read the news from 
Washington. They would not dare to 
enjoin Congress; how then can they dare 
to enjoin the sugar trust, which has 
proved itself greater than Congress, and 
makes Congress do what it wishes? 
Judge Barker must be more careful or he 
will find himself in rebellion against the 
supreme authority. Some people think 
it is useless to maintain the United 
States Senate, as a good deal of money 
oould be saved by abolishing that body 
aud letting the sugar aud other trusts 
legislate directly, without being put to 
the needless expense of “fixing” sena- 
tors. 


The sentiment against cruelty to ani- 
mals seems to be all pervadiug and a 
driver who abuses his horse does so at 
his own peril. The other day a hand- 
some horse drawing a load of coal was 
frightened by an electric car. The car 
stopped and the driver begaa to ply his 
whip, but desisted under n fusillade of 
remonstrances from motormau, con- 
ductor and passengers, and the conductor 
went to the horse, patted his head and 
led him past the car. It was a hot day 
incident that pleased all the spectators, 
especially as the driver seemed wilted 
with astonishment that any one should 
object to his using a whip on ahorse. 


Atchison stockholders Have learned 
again this week the old lesson, of how 
their interests have been sacrificed by 
dishonest management. The reorgan- 
ization management seems to have been 
even more dishonest than the one they 
succeeded. The principle seems to have 
been that of mulcting the great maj >rity 
of people to make a few rich, aud it is 
little wonder that the people are losing 
all confidence iu any scheme of reorgan- 
ization. 


The Newton Athletic Association is 
sending out circulars giving plans of 
their proposed new club house to be 
erected near the Playground at Newton 
Centre, aud conveying n very delicate 
hint that subscriptions will soon be 
called for. A good athletic association 
with its games aud out door events is of 
benefit to auy city, and this association 
has done so well iu its brief history that 
it drserves en inuragement. 

The people or Boston voted ou Tuesday 
i i favor of the Meigs’ bill, by a total of 
15.4112 in favor to 14,214 against. The 
outside wards are responsible for the 
decision, although the vote whs a very 
small one. Another company is thus 
given a franchise, when it should be 
made to pay heavily for such a valuable 
thing.

BLASTING GELATIN. 


On* of the Most Important Explosives, and 
How It Is Made. 

By far the most important as well as 
the latest form of dynamites or solidi- 
fied nitroglycerin are those designated 
not too happily as “blasting gelatins.” 
Many persona imagine, quite naturally, 
that those consist of some form of gela- 
tin, isinglass or glue,- converted by 
chemical means into a powerful explo- 
sive. But “blasting gelatin” contains 
no partiole whatever of gelatin, prop- 
erly so called, the term being applied to a 
mixture of nitroglycerin and a nitrocel- 
lulose. It is prepared at Ardeer, in Ayr- 
shire, N. B., by heating nitroglycerin 
in “jacketed” pans to between 40 de- 
grees and water at 60 degrees C, — 140 
degrees F. — a certain proportion of dry 
gun cotton of the “soluble” kind. A 
current of hot water at 60 degrees C. — 
140 degrees F. — circulating between 
the outer and inner pans keeps the con- 
tents of the latter at the required tem- 
perature, and the mixing is effected by 
mechanical stirrers. 

Any rise of temperature above 46 de- 
grees C. — 118 degrees F. — is quickly 
checked by turning into the outer 
“jacket” a stream of cold water in place 
of the hot for a time. In the course of 
about an hour the nitrocotton is dis- 
solved in the nitroglycerin, the two 
bodies uniting to form a more or less 
stiff homogeneous jelly. It may indeed 
be compared to the photographio collo- 
dion, thickened by evaporation, the gun 
cotton having been dissolved not in the 
usual alcohol-ether mixture, but in ni- 
troglycerin. When composed of 98 per 
cent of the latter, with 7 per cent cot- 
ton, we get a most powerful explosive. 
Mr. G. Macroberts, the manager at 
Ardeer, observes upon this point: 

“Of all the nitroglycerin explosives 
blasting gelatin is the strongest. If the 
energy of dynamite be represented by 
100, that of blasting gelatin will be 150. 
Nitrogelatin' itself shows less energy 
than blasting gelatin.” — Nineteenth 
Century. 

Cleopatra’s Rival. 

The beautiful Octavia, the wife of 
the great general, but weak and infa- 
mous, Antonius, was a woman of rare 
personal integrity and moral worth. 
When Antonius for the second time, 
and this irremediably, fell under the 
sway of the incomparable fascinations 
of Cleopatra, Octavia not only main- 
tained the dignity of her husband’s 
house and took care of her own and An- 
tonius’ children, but also those ho hud 
had by Fulvia, one of his previous 
wivos. Of this Fulvia Plutarch slyly re- 
marks: 

It was her ambition to govern those 
that governed and to commuud the lead- 
ers of armies, it was to Fulvia that 
Cleopatra was obliged for teaching Au- 
touius due submission to female author- 
ity. He had gone through such a course 
of discipline as made him perfectly 
tractable when he came into her hands. 
— W estniinster Review.

Quarter Deck and Gangway. 

Quarter deck originated from the ar- 
rangement that the portion of the dock 
so called was about one-fourth of the 
whole space. Fore or forward castle 
received its name as being the principal 
part of the ship in which the lighting 
took place, beiug raised much above the 
level of the other part of the deck and 
holding a commanding position. Poop, 
the ruised afterpart of the ship, set apart 
for officers, both in meaning aud deri- 
vation, comes from the Latin. 

Gangway has been handed down from 
the days of the aueieut galleys of the 
Phoenicians, Carthageniaus and Ro- 
mans, it having been a board which 
ran along tho whole length, serving as 
a passage for the rowers to aud from 
their scuts. It wus also utilized as u 
resting place for the mast aud sail 
when not iu use. The term now denotes 
a place of exit or entrance from or to a 
vessel, generally from the shore, by 
means of a loug plank or platform. — 
Chambers’ Journal.

center of tho verses as a scam. The He- 
brew poets often made their verses run 
over the entire alphabet. Twelve of the 
psalms are written on this plan, the 
most notable being the one hundred and 
nineteenth. This has 22 divisions of 
stanzas, corresponding to the 22 letters 
of the Hebrew alphabet. Each stanza is 
formed of eight coaplets, and the first 
line of each couplet in the first stanza in 
the original Hebrew begins with the 
letter aleph, the second commences with 
beth, the third with gimel and so on 
through the alphabet. The English di- 
visions of the psalms are called after 
the Hebrew letter that began the coup- 
lets. It was also customary to compose 
verses on sacred subjects after the fash- 
ion of Hebrew acrostics. This was done 
with a view to aid memory, and such 
pieces were called abcedarian hymns. 

The riddle is also of ancient origin. 
Tho Proverbs of the Bible, or sayings 
attributed to Solomon, are often in the 
form of riddles. Was it not the Queen 
of Sheba who proposed riddles to Solo- 
mon? The Koran, the scriptural book of 
the Mohammedans, also contains rid- 
dles, as do some books now in existence, 
written in Arabic and Persian. The an- 
cient Egyptians also propounded rid- 
dles, and one of the seven wise men of 
Greece, who lived in the sixth century 

B. C., was celebrated for his riddles in 
verse. Homer, the Greek poet, accord- 
ing to a statement in Plutarch, died of 
vexation at not being able to solve a 
riddle. In tho middle ages riddles were 
encouraged for amusement on winter 
nights in the baronial hall and also in 
the monastery. In later days some of 
the most brilliant men of letters contrib- 
uted to the list of riddles. 

The anagram, or transposition of the 
letters iu words or sentences, was much 
in vogue in Greece in the olden times. 
The Cabalists, or Jewish doctors, 
thought that rhe anagram always point- 
ed out a man’s destiny, aud if his name 
written backward or transposed iu any 
way spelled a word with meaning they 
firmly believed it a revelation. The flat- 
terers of James I of England proved his 
right to the British monarchy as the de- 
scendant of the mythical King Arthur 
from his name Charles James Stuart, 
which becomes “claims Arthur’s seat.” 
The best anagrams are those which have 
in the new order of letters some signifi- 
cation ' appropriate to that from which 
they are formed. When Pilate asked, 
“Quid est veritas?” (What is truth?), 
ho probably had no idea that his ques- 
tion answered itself. But it did. The 
transposition made it, “Est vir qui 
adest” (It is the man who is here). An- 
agrams were written as early as 250 B. 

C. , aud their name comes from the 
Greek words aim, backward, and gram- 
ma, writing. — Philadelphia Press. 


Secret of Livlug Loug. 

The necessity of relative harmony 
throughout the entire physical system 
cannot be too strongly urged. Herein 
lies tho chief secret of health and long 
life. Manifest weakness, or even pre- 
dominant strength, iu any part opens 
the avenue for tho invasion of disease 
and the appouch of death. What can 
bo done for the realization and mainte- 
nance of structural and vital harmony? 
Space would fuil us to give details 
adapted to varying conditions, but tho 
underlying fundamental principle for its 
accomplishment may be imparted iu 
fow words. Strive to strengthen and 
develop those parts of the body which 
have been slighted by nature or weak- 
ened by disease or abuse; guard zealous- 
ly snob structures and see that they are 
never subjected to undue strain or too 
active exertion; neglect not the improve- 
ment of every part of the economy, 
but seek first to improve the weakest 
structures; look well to organs of vital 
importance — the heart, lungs, kidneys, 
etc. — and seek especially to advance 
their good. A fine physiqae is not to 
be ignored, but of far greater impor- 
tance are a strong pair of lungs, a nor- 
mal, well guarded heart, good digestive 
apparatus and functionally sound kid- 
neys. The strengthening and develop- 
ing of vital structures require more skill 
aud persevoruueo than the truiuing of 
the musculur system aud should bo con- 
ducted with much care aud diligence.— 
Dietetic and Hygienic Gazette. 


Fat Frail*. 

The warmth of summer tends to bil- 
iousness uud fevers, aud tho free use of 
fruits counteracts this tendency. This 
is because the aeids of the fruit help to 
|acilitato the separation of the bile from 
iho blood, a process slackened by the 
approach of hot weather. “Fruits ure 
pooling” i* an expression often used, 
but why this is so very few understand. 
They are so Wnuse the acid of the fruit 
stimulates tho liver to greater activity 
In separating the bile from the blood, 
which is its proper work, the result of 
which is tho bowels beoome free^ the 
pores of the skiu are open, aud under 
fiuoh conditions fever aud want of appe- 
tite are impossible.

A DOUBLE RESCUE. 


A milk white beach of coral sand, on 
which were strewn thousands of ex- 
quisite shells and strange sponge forms. 
In front, danciug bine waters of a 
southern sea, stretching away into in- 
finite space and ruffled into flashing 
white caps by the strong breath of the 
trade wind. Back of the beach stood a 
dense grove of cocoanut palms, stateliest 
and most graceful of trees. The myriad 
slender tips of their huge leaves rustled 
in the warm wind like the sharp patter 
of rain drops in a heavy shower. Down 
where the white trunks shot, tall and 
slender, to the dim arches of the living 
roof all was in dark, cool shadow, 
flecked now and then by dancing points 
of golden sunlight 

Mingled with the salt breath of the 
■ea was a faint odor from spathes of 
corn colored blossoms high up among 
the leaf crowns. Beneath these hung 
clusters of fruit in all stages of develop- 
ment, from the size of a marble to that 
of a football. On the ground lay scores 
of the great brown, ripened cocoanuts, 
of so little value in that tropic land that 
no one cared to pick them up. They 
were protected by tough three cornered 
husks so thick as to more than double 
their actual size. 

* On one of them, turned on end, sat a 
boy wearing a broad brimmed, high 
crowned hat of palmetto braid. He was 
clad in a white cotton shirt nnd brown 
linen trousers turned up at the bottom. 
His feet were bare, and his legs, hands 
and face were as brown as an Indian’s. 
He presented an ideal picture of youth- 
ful strength and that perfect health 
only to be acquired through out of door 
sunshine. 

NHis faije, generally bright and happy 
WaS clouded 


as he sat, with elbows on 
his knees, resting his chin in his hands 
and gazing" out over the glinting waters. 
The object on which his eyes were fixed 
was a small schooner moored 100 yards 
from shore. She was not more than 30 
feet over all in length, but was broad 
of beam and solidly built. 

The month was March, and the beach 
was that of one of those low cut, fertile 
Florida keys that form the southern- 
most limit of the United States terri- 
tory. 

The boy was John Albury, common- 
ly called Grit, to distinguish him from 
the many other John Alburys of that 
region. 

The schooner was the Polyanthus, 
formerly owned by Grit’s father, who 
had been lost at sea the autumn before 
in a boat belonging to a neighbor.

The life proved a very happy one for 
all three, and it was a sad day for the 
children when it was ended by the ap- 
pearance of a stepmother, who, coming 
from inland on the mainland, had no 
knowledge of nor love for boats or the 
water. She was not unkind, but she in- 
stituted a new order of things, strougly 
resented by the sailor boy and girl. 
Mr. Albury was persuaded to clear land 
and put in a crop. Grit weeded toma- 
toes. Matey was made to sew and do 
housework, while both children were 
taught to read and write. 

Now they had very little of the sail- 
ing that they so dearly loved and for 
which they longed, for Mrs. Albury 
could see no good in boats.

LITERARY SOTES. 


Dr. Fanet of Harley Street is the title 
of a powerful story of a watnan’s life, in 
Applotons’ Towu and Couutry Library. 
It is described as remarkably dramatic 
aud vivid. Tbe author is Arabella 
Keuealy. 

For tbe last year tbe women have bad 
tbe upper baud in fiolioa, but a reaction 
appears to have begun with tbe appear- 
ance of a striking story, Goorge Mande- 
ville’s Husband, which is to be published 
shortly in Appleton’s Towu and Country 
Library. We have heard a great deal of 
tbe "revolt of tbe daughters." This 
novel is said to offer a vivid if not invit- 
ing picture of tbe "advauced woman” 
and the effects of her teachings, aud its 
appearance at this time is certain to pro- 
voke abuudaut discussiou and criticism. 
Tbe book is understood to be due to a 
wellknown writer whose ideutily is con- 
cealed under a uom de plume. 

Mr. Warner’s uew novel, "Tbe Golden 
House," with Mr. SmedDy’s illustrations, 
begun in tbe July number of Harper’s 
Magaziue, is a remarkable exposition of 
sooial life in New York, iuoluding all 
classes of people. It is a sequel to Mr. 
Warner’s first novel, "A Little Journey 
in the World," but takes a wider scope. 
Its vivid portraiture, genial charm aud 
bright humor will somewhat compensate 
tbe reader for the abseuce in future 
numbers of Mr. Du Maurier’s delightful 
story of "Trilby."

A Representative School. 

Public Opinion in its last issue gives 
an illustrated article on the best private 
schools in tbe country, and among the 
dozen or so mentioned at length were 
tho West Newton English and Classical 
school, which was described as follows: 

Colonel T. W. Higginsoti says: "I be- 
lieve heartily and fully in co-education. 
Tho Creator, who placed boys and girls 
together in families, where the associa- 
tion of brothers and sisters is mutually 
helpful, knew what was best for hu- 
manity." The West Newton English 
and Classical school at West Newton, 
Massachusetts, has aoted on this princi- 
ple for nearly forty years, and experience 
lias confirmed the belief that oo-educa- 
tion, under careful management, leads to 
a better moral and mental development. 
Tue system in uso at this school is very 
interesting. The pupils are divided 
among several families, and while the 
family life is emphasized at all times, by 
associating the home pupils with day 
pupils for school purposes the advan- 
tages of a well-graded select school are 
secured as well. 

TLe Allen School iB designed to pre- 
pare boys and girls for entrance to any 
college or scientific school, to give a 
thorough English education to those 
about to enter mercantile pursuits, and 
to lead to an intelligent manhood and 
wonanbood. Tbe principles of Pesta- 
lozzi and of Froebel are made tbe basis 
of all instruction. To let tbe child know 
his capabilities and his limitations, to 
encourage habits of correct thought and 
reasoning, and to produce a symmetical 
development of the whole nature— these 
are the underlying ideas throughout. 

In connection with the Academic De- 
partment is a training school, for 
scholars from nine to thirteen years of 
age. The most natural methods are fol- 
lowed and the work is very interesting. 
Special attention is paid to Natural 
Science from the first. Here, again, the 
effort is to show the interrelation of the 
various coucrete sciences. Careful in- 
struction is given in all the natural sci- 
ences, and in response to the demands of 
some of the larger colleges for a more 
thorough course in experimental physics 
and chemistry, the laboratories have 
been thorougbly|refltted. Physical educa 
tiou is strongly emphasized; facilities 
are provided for every form of exercise, 
including swimraiug. 

Special facilities are provided for 
those pupila who require additional care 
aud assistance in their work, such as 
foreiguers learning the language, or 
pupils who are from any cause back- 
ward in their studies. Tbe school spirit 
is wouderful. Last June more tbau oue 
thousand alumni of tbe school, ladies 
and gentlemen, nearly every state in tbe 
union as well as several foreign countries 
being represented, .assembled at Auburn- 
dale, near West Newton. Tbe reunion 
was tbe first in tbe bistory of tbe school, 
and there were present some who had 
attended the school in the first year of 
its existence, 1854. A complete cata- 
logue of tbe alumui, covering tbe whole 
life of tbe school, makes very interesting 
reading. Many men and women whose 
names are recognized everywhere, owe 
much of their success to the training 
they becured at West Newtou. 

Newton’s Early Days. 

[Sunday Herald.] 

That conditions are constantly improv- 
ing is evident to any one who has a 
knowledge of general customs as they 
existed during the early days of the 
present century. In an autobiography 
recently prluted, written by a deceased 
Boston merchaut, who seventy years ago 
weut to work as a boy in a large country 
store iu Newtou, which was run in con- 
nection with a rolling mill and nail 
factory at that place, tbe statement is 
made: 

Iu our store was to be found almost 
everything that a family would require. 
All kiuds of dry goods, for ladies’ wear 
as well as for men. West India goods 
aud a great variety of provisions. Iu 
addition, the store was well supplied 
with all kiuds of spirits aud wiues. At 
that time it was customary for almost 
every oue to use more or less spirits. 
Tumperauce societies were then hardly 
known, aud at our place tbe sale of 
liquor was a large part of the busiuess. 
Oue hogshead of New England rum was 
on the average sold in ten days, a hogs- 
head of Santa Cruz rum iu about a 
mouth, aud quite a large quantity of 
Holland giu aud brandy, beside wiues of 
different kinds, very much of which was 
sold by tbe glass. Many of tbe work- 
men iu tbe rolliug mill and nail factory 
would driuk a quart each day, beside au 
occasional glass at tbe eouuter in tbe 
moruiug and evening. There was also 
considerable sold by the gallon. The 
rolliug mills used annually from 400 to 
500 cords of wood, which was brought 
from Natick, Sherboru, Hopkiuton aud 
Hollistou, and paid for usually from the 
store, tbe farmers always bringing their 
wooden kegs to be filled, while every 
housekeeper had bis jug or demijobu to 
bo used for tbe same purpose. I remem- 
ber that old Dr. Graftou, the Baptist 
minister, whose oburob I attended, used 
to ride up to tbe store in his square- 
topped chaise aud bring his demijohu to 
be filled with brandy, this occurring 
perbups ouce in two or three mouths. 
Once iu a quarter a settlement was made 
with the employes, when it was found 
that about one-third of their earnings 
had been paid by charges for liquor." 

This is au illustration of what seems 
at the present time au entirely impossi- 
ble condition of affairs, and is specially 
notewortby beoause at that time the 
persons who were thus freely indulging 
in iutoxicatiug liquors of various kiuds 
were almost entirely native-born Amer- 
icans. Their graudohildren or great- 
grandchildren could be depended upon 
either to entirely abstain from tbe use 
of alooholio beverages or to take them 
iu such small quantities and at suoh 
wide Intervals as to make impossible the 
drunkeuuess that was tbeu only too 
prevalent. It is much more thau proba- 
ble that an equally significant aud desir- 
able obuDge will take place in tbe uext 
sixty or seveuty years, and that, so far 
as drunkeuuess is concerned, there will 
be fouud iu this couutry iu the time of 
our graudchildreu very little of it, aud 
this uot because of prohibition, possibly 
not because of looal option, but because 
of a strengthened sense of self-respect 
and u public opinion whioh will con- 
demn iu a most forcible ruauner those 
wbo are so weak iu mind as to driuk to 
excess.

The girls will receive an 
average ot *4.50 per week on lull time.
